Lonpon, July 12.—Public interest in the 
medical combat over the body of the late 
Emperor Frederick has been greatly 
augmented to-day by the receipt in vari- 
ous places and from different sources of 
itartling statements concerning the present 
position of the Empress Victoria. These 
statements ought te be incredible, but they 
are not, at.least to any one familiar with 
the way things are carried on atthe mili- 
tary Court of the military kingdom of 
Prussia. There is a general belief here 
to-night that the quarrel between the doc- 
tors will become a subject of internation- 
al inquiry before it ends. 

As far as the statements of Drs. Gerhardt 
and Bergmann concerning Dr. Mackenzie 
were concerned, nobody here took any pro- 
found interest in the Berlin opinions. It 
was known that Dr. Mackenzie had intro- 
duced the forceps into 100 human larynxes 
prior to 1871, tosay nothing of his later 
experiences and triumphs, while none of 
the German Court doctors either claimed 
any special experience in throat problems, 
orhadany patients who could testify to 
their efficiency without undergoing resur- 
rection. The average Englishman would 
not trust a German doctor to sew up a gash 
in his garden hose, and foreign doctors are 
unknownin the middle upper classes of 
Englané; consequently it mattered little 
to Dr. Mackenzie’s English reputation what 
his notoriously jealous and embittered col- 
leagues might say. The first word he 
said on arriving at Dover was that he was 
not to be interviewed. He declared that 
two interviews published, one in the Matin 
in Paris, and the other in an American 
paper, were apocryphal. He said that if 
the forthcoming report of the German doc- 
tors required an answer, he was quite ready 
to meet it, but otherwise he should quietly 
proceed with the preparation of his diary 
of the case, which might not be published 
until] some people were dead. When the 
German doctors’ report was published here 
ou Tuesday, he sent word out to a press rep- 
resentative who called at his house, that it 
was a tissue of lies, but declined to make 
any further statement at present. He has 
said nothing else so far as known. 

One of the papers publishes this evening 
a column-and-a-half answer to his detract- 
ors, calling attention to the absence of the 
names of Virchow, Senator, Leyden, Bar- 
deleben, and Krause in the report, and 
élaiming certain knowledge that Dr. Mac- 
kenzie’s answer is complete and crushing, 
but that he is not allowed te publish it. 
The defense also calls attention to the fact 
that before Dr. Mackenzie’s arrival in Berlin 
there had been no real attempt at a scien- 
tific diagnosis, and that until he took charge 
the case had been conducted more or less 
at haphazard; aiso that Bergmann’s charges 
that the portions of the growth removed by 
Dr. Mackenzie for Dr. Virchow’s examina- 


tion were insufficient for the purpose, and - 


that only healthy tissue was extracted, 
were disproved by Virchow’s own report. 
The tube story is claimed to be slightly er- 
roneous, in that Dr. Mackenzie saved the 
Emperor’s life from the hands of Bergmann, . 
instead of vice versa, as Bergmann puts it, 
and so on. 

So much for the professiohal side of the 
case. This becomes unimportant when com- 
pared with the political side of it. Ever 
since the Emperor’s death there has been a 
number of queer incidents at Berlin, which 
have created much talk among the corre- 
spondents, but have escaped comment be- 
cause of the Government supervision of 
the wires. The first of these was the es- 


tablishment and maintenance of a mili-- 


cordon about Friedrichskron, an 
entirely unnecessary precaution, so far 
as known, and one which Sir 
Morell Mackenzie himself . confesses 
his total inability to explain. There were 
any quantity of rumors concerning the 
documents of the late Emperor, the seizure 
by Bismarck of every scrap of paper to 
which Frederick had affixed his signature, 
the seizure of his trunks at the frontier, 
and the like; but no authority could be 
found for any or all of them, for the simple 
reason that no correspondent could get 
within half a mile of the only two men able 
to attirm or deny the rumors. 


When the session of the Kronrath was 
talled, however, there was a general prick- 
ing up of cars. This very unusual proceed- 
ing became even more interesting when it 
appeared that its session directly concerned 
the Empress Victoria. What transpired 
during their call upon her nobody knows. 
Meanwhile, however, the organs of the 
Chancellor’s party, or the “reptile press,” 
as it is now called, kept up their bitter and 
brutal attacks on Dr. Mackenzie and the 
Empress, claiming that Frederick had no 
right to the throne, that his accession was 
due to the unlawful manceuvring of the 
two, that he himself was deceived, and that 
the German people had been shamefully 
tricked by an Englishwoman and an Eng- 
lish doctor. Their latest charge, bitterly 
made, is that the letter which caused Putt- 
kamer’s resignation was written by Schra- 
der, the head of the Freisinnige Party, 
copied by the Empress, and signed by the 
Emperor, through her influence, 1n his 
latest moment of consciousness. 


There is no question that the dominant 
party at Berlin bitterly hate the Empress, 
and one report received to-night that she is 
actually a prisoner at Friedrichskron is 
not beyond the bounds of belief, The ac- 
cepted explanation of this queer state of 
things includes two hypotheses; first, that 
Puttkamer must be reinstated at all 
hazards, and that the legal ground for 
his reinstatement must be established be- 
fore William, in view of his frequent decla- 
rations that he desired to carry out his 
father’s policy, &c., will act. This is 
natural enough. Puttkamer was to Bis- 
marck what Juhn Kelly was to Tammany. 
His political knowledge, ability, and 
principled devotion to duty made him 
‘simply indispensable. To get him back, to 
nullify several other inconvenient acts of 
Frederick, and to settle things comfortably 
in the groove from which the late Emperor

diverted them, his ascent to the throne. 


must be shown to have been illegal. If it 
does not’ suffice to prove that he had cancer,

This explains the de- 
sire of Bismarck to get possession of all 
scraps of paper written on by him. and for 
his diary, and it is shrewdly believed by 
some that the Empress Victoria’s refusal to 
deliver up some of the documents intrusted 
to her have made her a prisoner at the 
hands of her son.

ful. However that may be, her enemies are 
in power, and bitter to the last degree. 
Bismarck’s uction is simply brutal, as all 
the vulgar and malignant attacks of the 
Chancellerie organs must be permitted, if 
they are not fostered, by him. William 
the Emperor is indifferent. It is greatly 
feared that nothing that Dr. Mackenzie can 
say willdo much gvod. 
established by a post-mortem examination, 
his statements could only be those concern- 
ing personal relations, of which the Ger- 
mans will believe as much as they choose, 
and no more.

LONDON, July 12.—The Jali Mall Gazette 
publishes some sensational correspondence from 
Berlin, under date of July 10, which is in etfect 
as followe: ** The Friedrichskron Palace at Pots- 
dam, where the Dowager-Empress Victoria is 
jiving, is in all but name a prison, und the ex- 
Empress 1s virtually under arrest. In any case, 
she is receiving scant consideration from “the 
men now in power, It is presumed that the 
object is to bring influences to bear upon her 
Majesty which will induce her to surrender ber 
husband's papers.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette denounces Prince Bis- 
marck for allowing the reports of the German 
doctors on the case of the late Emperor Freid- 
erick to be published. The reports, the Cazelle 
Says, scandalize Europe. None of the docrors 
would have dared tv publish his report unless 
he had beeu previously assured that 1t wWas-ap- 
proved at headquarters. [vp prvof that the re- 
ports were so approved the Gazeve ciies the 
fact that two of tue doctors have sme been 
decorated. It theretore concludes that Lwperor 
William and Prince Bismarck sanctivved ie ai-

The cazetle further says that the Avreuz Zei- 
tung of Berlin dvoubtiess disaiproves’ of the 
prevention by Dr.’ Muckenzie of a fatal opetu- 
tion and the prolongation of Frederick’s lile, 
thus enabling a hberal-mindeyd wouarch te 
ascend the throne. ‘hiy, however, the Gazelle 
deciares, hardly justifies the savage exeeration 
of a physician whe prevented a prefyssivoual 
execution of. Frederick when he was Crown 
rrince. 

The St. James's Gazelle says: “It is semi- 
officially stated that the report published in tho 
Pall Mall Gazette to the effect that the Dowager 
Empress Victoria is virtually under arrest at 
Potsdam, is an abowinuble fictlon. The editor 
of the Pall Mall Guzelte, althouzh aware of the 
monstrous nature of the stury, levertheless 
published it. That paper’s ‘correspondent’ at 
Berlin is probably as much a tctiou- as is ihe 
story, which is the falsest aud most malicious 
ever invented.” 

BERLIN, July 12.—The excitement created 
throughout Germany by the reports of the Ger- 
man docters who wttended the late Emperor 
Frederick is intense, and their criticisms of Dr. 
Mackenzie’s couduct of the case form the sole 
topic of conversation. The Arewz Zeitung, in its 
comments on the reports, overwhelms Dr. Mac- 
kenzie with invectives. 

To the questiou why the German doctors did 
not attempt to saye the royal patient from Dr. 
Mackenzie, the National Zethuny responds that 
according to Prussian prin¢cipies their eiticial 
position in the tragedy prevented them trom 
making an appeal to the public, but they did 
appeal to Emperor Willlam while the sick ian 
wus at Sap Kemo, aud one of their number 
stated the case to him without reserve. His 
Majesty was deeply distressed by the recital of 
the circumstances, but answered: *My son is 
56 years of age, and the right of tinal decision 
regarding his medical treatment cannot be tuken 
from him.” 

The Progressist journals, which are inclined 
to defend Dr. Mackenzie, point to the fact that 
there were eight doctors concerned in the case 
who did not sign the reports criticising Dr. 
Mackenzie. 

The Bundesrath has prepared areply to the 
proclamation issued by the mperor at the time 
of his accession to the throne. The reply ex- 
presses the fullest sympatny wida the principles 
enunciated by the Emperor, and promises to 
give his policy the heartiest support. 

It is announced that Drs. Bergmaygu and Ger- 
hardt will receive the decoration of the high- 
class order of Hohenzollern. 


EMPEROR WILLIAMS MOVEMENTS. 

BERLIN, July 12.—The fleet which will 
accompany;Emperor William as an escort on his 
visit to Russia will be the largest that Germany 
has ever put to sea. It will consist of six iron- 
clads, four dispatch ships, four vessels et the 
training squadron, and a flotilla of torpedo 
boats. 

The Emperor leaves Pottsdam for Spandau on 
the royal yacht at 7 o’clock on Friday evening. 
deo ‘crewed his Majesty will proceed by rail 
to Kiel. 

A state dinner was given at the castle at Pots- 
dam this evening in honor of the foreign umbas- 
sadors. There were present Emperor William, 
Count Herbert Bismarck, Herr von Wedelb Pies- 
dorf, President of the Reichstag; Dr. Lucanus 
and Gens. Albedyll, Eulenberxz, and von Rauch.

Rantzau, left here at 5:30 o’elook this afternoon 
for Friedrichsrune.

NATALIE, ASKED TO LEAVE PRUSSIA. 

BERLIN, July 12.—The North German 
Gazette says: “The Servian Government has 
applied to the Prussian authorities for assist- 
ance in taking the Servian Crown Prince back 
to Belgrade. Such a request has been acceded 
to when coming from a private person. In the 
present instance it isa question not merely of 
the assertion of parental authority but of the 


exercise of the sovereign rights of King Milan 
tow his son and subject. The Prussian au- 
thorities have summoned Queen Natalie to de- 
liver the Crown Prince to King Milan's pleninp- 
tentiaries. The Queen has refused and has 
threatened to forcibly resist the removal of the 
Prinee. She has armed the members of her 
household for the purpose of offering resistance, 
It-is undesirable that Priseia should see her 
authority disregarded in her own territory or 
Servian disputes fought at Wiesbaden. The 
Government, therefore, desires Queen Natalie 
to leave Germany unless she is willing to sub- 
mit to magisterial authority.”

A BAD RAILROAD DISASTER 


THROUGH A TRESTLE WITH 
FEALEKOL RESULTS. 

EIGHT PERSONS KILLED AND TWENTY- 
FIVE SEVERELY INJUREKD—SCENES 
AT THE WRECK. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 12.—Exp e@ $ 
train No. 52 on the Virginia Midland Railroad 
lett Orange Court House, south bound, on time 
at 1:50 this morning, Conductor C. P. Taylor, 
Engineer Watkins, and Fireman Kelly. About 


i two miles south of Orange is atrestie 48 feet 


high, which was kuown to. be weak, and 
the railroad company was engaged in filling 
itin. The train was moving at a speed of six 
miles on hour crossing the trestle, under regu- 
lar orders. The engine had passed safely over 
most of the trestle, when the smoker, mail, 
baggage, and express cars went down 
with a groat crash, dragging down the 
epgine and tender and two passenger 
coaches, The sleepers remained on the 
trestle. The engine went down, pilot end fore- 
most, thus communicating no fire to the wreck. 
Alllights were extinguished in the fall. As 
soon as the accident occurred the engineer, who 
was but slightly injured, walked back 
to Orange and telegraphed for assistance. 


Dr. W. C. H. Randolph, and other physicians 
Jeft here on a special train for the wreck. The 
dead aud some of the wounded were taken to 
Orange, While the more seriously hurt were 
brought to Charlottesville and placed in the 
cottage hospital, hotels, and homes of friends. 
As far as can now be ascertained five were 
killed. C. Cox of Alexandria of the engineering 
department of the Piedmont Air Line was in- 
stuntly killea. H. T. Whittington of Greensbor- 
N. C., postal clerk, lived 10 minutes. and 
Brightwell, postal clerk, of Prospect, 
Prince Edward County, Va., lived until he 
reached the hospital; W. D. Parrott of Albe- 
marie County, postal elerk,was badly injured, as 
were also J. O. West and J. L. Walthall of Wash- 
ington, D. C., postal clerks, and Louis Jenkins 
of Lynchburg, postal clerk, slightly injured; 
Mr. Pottertield, express agent, was seriously in- 
jured; Z. Jennings of Lynchburg, a passenger, 
received iuternal injuries; Conductor C. P. Tay- 
Jor of Alexandria, Who was in the car next the 
smoker When the accjdent occurred, was hurt 
abunt the head and one leg wasinjured. The 
number of injured is estimated at avout 25. 


WAaSHINGTON, July 12.—General Manager 
Randviph has received further details of the 
aceldent. In addition to the list of killed three 
more persons were found dead in clear- 
ing away the débris. They were passen- 
“ers. Two of them were men and 
one was & woman, but at tbe latest 
accounts they had net been recognized. It was 
one of the passenger couches in the middie of 
the train that ran off the track, causing the 
necident. It broke down the trestle, dragging 
back the mail and baggage cur and engine, 
which had passed beyond the point where the 
treaties broke, and pulling them to ruin with it. 

This train is always well loaded because of 
the through connection it makes betwee Bos- 
ton and New-Orleans, Augusta, and Atlanta. 
Ou an average it carries between 150 and 200 
passengers. One of the sleepers was destined 
tor White Sulphur Springs, to be dropped at 
Churlottesville. This car, however, was the last 
of the train aud remained on the track. 

Mr. C. A. Nicholson of Baltimore, one of the 
survivors of the accident, has arrived here, 
aud relates his experience as follows: ‘It 
was 2a horrible thivg,”’ he said, “and it is a 
wiracle bow any one who went down in that 
terrible fall escaped. It was in the dead of 
night and we had got nearly across the bridge, 
when 1t suddenly gave way. The engine had 
reached the other side, but was pulled back by 
tbe falling baggage car and fell on top of it. 

* ‘The mall car was knockeu out of recognition 
and the smoker was totally demolished, I was 
in the sleeper that went down. I don’t know 
how I| escaped. When [ was awakened [ 
looked out and found the. car hoisted high 
in the air, resting on the remains of 
the cars below. The couplings connecting us 
with the other sleepers bad giveu. away and 
they remained onthe track. We went to work 
ak Soon as possible, though it was pitch dark, 
and «cid our best to rescue, the injured, The 
acene thal followed was of indescribable hor- 
ror. The shrieks and .woans of: the injured, the 
shouts of the wildly-excited passengers, and the 
hissing of the steam were terrible to hear.” 

The passenger cars were crushed out of all 
Shupé, while the sleeper was held high in the air 
‘by theruigs of .the broken coaches. A little 
stream runs under the trestle, and the recent 
rains have swollen it to far beyond its wontea 
proportions. Itis reared sume were piigioned 
beluw its surface and perished in its waters.

With this end in view 
detectives have been employed for some time 
past in ferreting out these places and collecting 
evidence against them.

PRISONER SMITH PREFERS JAIL TO LIB- 
ERTY—NEW MEN ASSAULTED. 


of the men arrested in the Chicago, Burlington, 
and Quincy conspiracy proeeedings who prefers 
his present condition to liberty. Heis supposed 
to have given important information to the 
prosecution, and this probably explains his de- 
sire to keep inasafe place.

& Davis, attorneys for all the defendants in the 
railroad prosecutions, appeared at noon 
to-day befere United States Commissioner 
Hoyne, accompanied by the prisoner’s 
brother, George Smith, of.

fectly satistied with his present quarters, aud 
inasmuch as his friends have left him this lone 
without bail he. thinks be can stand it until to- 
morrow. when the hearing takes place. 

Attornéy Donahue vigorously protested that 
Smith should make his statement in person as 
his friends had no way of telling that he had 
not beer drugged or stupified with liquor. The 
Commissioner failed to see’ the case in that 
light, however, and the lawyers went away in 
anything but an amiable state of mind, insist- 
ing that Smith had recently expressed a great 
desire to get out. 

A report was printed to-day that General 
Manager Stone of the *'Q” was about to resign 
and it gave the strikers great comfort. General 
Freight Agent Morton, however, this afternoon 
said he was in a position to speak autboritative- 
ly of the matter. ‘‘I can say unreservedly, 
positively, and unqualitiedly that he has not 
resigned, has not been requested to resign, and 
does not expect to resign,’ was the way Mr. 
Morton put it. 

The Burlington engine ditched by a mob in 
the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul yard last 
night was removed to the repair shop to-day. 
Petty attacks on the ** Q’s’ new men are going 
on constantly. Just after the mob’s attack last 
night William Roach, a switchman, was beaten 
by several persons of the Northwestern freight 
department. He was going to work when as- 
Ssaulted, and was severely injured. Roach had 
been pelted with stones afew days before, and 
yesterday his former assailants were fined $15 
and costs for the actin a Lake Justice Court. 
The switch engineers who do the transfer work 
have been frequently assatled, especially in the 
Thiinois Central and St. Paulyards. A day or 
two ago a stone*was thrown in the Illinois Cen- 
tral yard, breaking a cab window and narrowly 
tissing the engineer. Trainmaster Pope says 
the attacks haye not been from loafers, but ap- 
parently from 6ngineers at work in the yards. 

The strikers hold daily meetings in Curran 
Halt, at Blue Island-avenue and West Four- 
teenth-street.

GEN. BOULANGER RESIGNS 


AN EXOITING SCENE IN THE 
FRENOH OHAMBER, 

THE GENERAL TELLS M, FLOQUET THAT 
HE LIES AND VACATES HIS SEAT TO 
ESCAPE CENSURE, : 

Paris, July 12.—In the Chamber of Dep- 
uties to-day Gen. Boulanger proposed the dis- 
solucion of the Chamber. His proposition was 
rejected. Gen. Boulanger thereupon announced 

that he resigned his seat. ° 

Gen. Boulanger in hisspeech proposing the dis- 
solution of the Chamber said that such a course 
was imperative and that elections ought 
to be held before the _ celebration of 

the centenary of the Revolution of 1789. 

The country demanded the institution of 

new safeguards to secure the republic from the 


powerless. The Chamber of Deputies was fall- 
ing into ruin and decay, and the courtry was 
trembling with emotion at always having pre- 
sented toitas an enemy a citizen who only de- 
sired the welfare of the republic. The mon- 
archists were watching the republic, expectant 
ofits death agony. The country felt that its 
safety demanded a revision of the Constitution. 
He did not doubt that the patriotism of the

convinced of the necessity for fresh elections, 
ask President Carnot for a dissolution. 

Premier Floquet reproached Gen, Boulanger for 
relying tor support upon the Right.

The President—I[t was you that tirst attacked 
the Chamber. The last words you uttefed make 
it necessary to apply w severe rule. 

Gen. Boulanger protested against a régime 
which did not respect the liberty of the tribunes. 
He said that in view of the President's decision 
be would resign his seat. The General there- 
upon left the Chamber, followed by his 
partisans, 

The members of the Left still claimed that 
censure should be applied to Gen. Boulanger. 
The President remarked that Boulanger, by 
leaving the Chamber, did himself justice. 

M. de Lamarzelle, a member of the Right, re- 
preached the President for showing partiality 
toward M. Floquet. This led toarenewal of 
the uproar. When order hada been restored a 
vote of censure on Gen, Boulanger was adopted. 
The Chamber then adjourned unti! Monday.

THE PAN PRESBYTERIANS. 
CLOSING MEETING OF THE. COUN- 
CIL. 

LONDON, July 12.—In the conference of 
the Pan Presbyterian Council to-day Dr. Turn- 
bull was elected English Treasurer and Dr. E. 
D. Junkin of Houston, Texas, the American 
Treasurer. Dr. David Walters of Newark, N. 
J., advocated the revival of the Catholic Presby- 
terian. The propusal was referred to the Execu-. 
tive Committee. The report of Dr. Fraser of 


London alleging that the action of the Anglican 
missionaries hampered the American Presby- 
terian mission among the Nestorians was adopt- 
ed. The committee regretted that the name 
eEnglish Christianity was used as hostile to long- 
estublished Christian work. Dr. Talbot W. 
Chambers of New-York presented a report en- 
tirely concurring in the Quakers’ memorial to 
substitute arbitration for warip the settlement 
of juternational disputes. 

Dr. Fraser of London proposed a motion of 
fraternal sympathy witb the Anglican Bishops 
and for closer union among the Anglican Pres- 
byterians. Dr. Joseph T. Smith of Bultimore, 
Md., seconded the motion. It was supported by 
Dr. Weich of. Auburn, N. Y., Drs. Schaff: and 
Hall of New-York City,and Dr, Douglas of Glag- 
gow, but opposed by Dr. McDonald of London. 
The motion was carried with but one dissentient 
voice. Dr. Cavan of Toronto proposed a vote of 
thanks to the Secretary of the Alliance for prom- 
ising to devote his life to the cause of union 
awong the various sections of the Presbyterian 
Church, 

Dr. Talbot Chambers of New-York praised the 
advantages of the Alliance in enabling its mem- 
bers to discuss in detail the differences between 
the several divisions of the Presbyterians while 
they could have union in their missions, 
Principal Cairns of Edinburgh thought the Alli- 
ance a Valuable nou-legislative body for exer- 
elsing an influence upon the unity of Christen- 
dow. 

In the evening session Prof. Blaikie of Edin- 
burgh presided. It was the closing meeting of 
the Council. Dr. Spinner of Cincinnati said 
some quarters had questioned whether there 
was sufficient vitality in the Council’s organiza- 
tion to insaureits perpetuity. ,.He himself was 
convinced that the Council was laying the 
foundation of a grand superstructure. The Rev. 
Thomas Apple of Lancaster, Penn., thought 
these meetings constituted the most important 
event in the history of Protestantism. Befvure 
the days of Archbisbop Laud the church was in 
perfect fellowship and harmony. He hoped the 
time was coming again when the different sec- 
tions of it could join hands in one grand union, 


A RADICAL MOVE. 
TO SUPPRESS FRENCH RELIGIOUS CON- 
, GREGATIONS. 


Paris, July 12.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day M. Laffon, a member of the Radical 
Left, proposed the immediate suppression of 
religious congregations on the ground of im- 


moral acts committed by the Christian Brothera 
condueting the agricultural colony at Citeaux, 
and asxed urgency for his motion. 

Bishop Freppel advised thatthe House await 
the decision of the tribunal which is now en- 
gagedin trying the charges.

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 
AN OFFER WHICH MR. PARNELL WILL 
ACCEPT WITH CONDITIONS. 

LONDON, July 12.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Smith, the Government 
leader, in answer to Mr. Parnell, said the Gov- 
ernment maintained the opmion that the 
tribunal which Mr. Parnell suggested was in- 
competent to treat of the question that he pro- 
posed to raise, but the Government were will- 
ing to pass an act providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee consisting wholly of 
Judges fully empowered to inquire into the al- 
legations and charges made against Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament by the London Times. 
‘Mr. Parnell asked if Mr. Smith intended to 
place on the paper tho terms of a motion to this 
effect. 

Mr. Smith replied that if Mr. Parnell was pre- 
pared to accept the Government's offer hé was 


ready to put on the paper notice of a motion for 
leave to bringin a bill providing for such acom- 
mittee. 

Mr. Gladstone said it was desirable that Mr. 
Smith should do this, in order that the dfouse 
might see the exact terms of the motion. . 

Mr. Smith said he would put the notice on the 
paper to-morrow or Monday. 

Mr. Parnell welcomes the principle of ap- 
pointing an independent tribunal to inquire 
into the charges of the Times, but before pro- 
bouncing a definite opinion upon Mr. Smith’s 
offor, wishes to see the exact terms of the ref- 
erence which is to guide the commission and 
the names of the persons composing it. The 
prevailing feeling amoug the Liberal memberse 
is that the language in the termsof reference 
should not be too genera!, und that there should 
be no hesitancy in accepting the Government's 
offer; but the inquiry, they maintain, should 
be strictly confined to specitic matters, such 
as the authenticity of the letters which 
the ‘times alleges Mr. Parnell wrote. The 
Conservatives are highly satisfied with 
the Government’s decision. They assume that

Mr, 
Gladstone replied that the proposal opeued 
anew the most important chapter in public af- 
fuirs, and that the entire scope of it was a sub- 
version of the Government’s promises.

In the House of Lords to-night the Duke of 
Argyll moved a vote of coufidence in the. Gov- 
erpwent for securing to the people of Ireland 
the full enjoyment of personal freedom in all 
lawful transactions and protecting them against 
unlawful coercion and combinations. He as- 
sailed Mr. Gladstone fur placing the Constitu- 
tion of the country in the greatest -peril to 
which it has been exposed since 1680; for in- 
stigating a revolution which would break up the 
empire, and forfomenting the passions of law- 
leas and ignerant men since he joined the Par- 
nellites. Against the Gladstonians the policy 
of the Government was successful in vindicat- 
ing the law and muintaining the personal nights 
of citizens as the basis of society.

REPUBLICANS ARE GRUM- 
BLING A GOOD DEAL. 
SOME OF THEM DON’T LIKE SENATOR 
QUAY AND ALL OF THEM DiSLIKE 
THE ACTION OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE, 

Nearly all the members of the Republican 
National Committee left this city yesterday, and 
the corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel were 
almost deserted during the day. A few promi- 
nent Republicans remained in the city until pizht, 
however, including the members of the newly- 
formed Executive Committee uf the National 
Committee. Conversation with many of the 
Executive Committeemen developed the fact 
that there was not the utmost harmony over 
| the election of Senator Matt Quay of Pennsyl- 

vania as Chairman of both the National aad 
Executive Committees.. No one murmured 
vory loudly, however, but it was apparent that 
the spirit of discontent was well developed. 

One of the most frequent complaints te be 
heard whispered about the hotel was in refer- 
ence tothe formation of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Tne causeot these complaints was the 
manner in which the selections for membership 
in the Executive Committee were made. Tempo- 
rary Chairman Clarkson of Iowa, of the National 
Committee, appointed a Committee on Perma- 


nent Organization consisting of J. Manchester 
Haynes of Maine as Chairman, Jobn C. New of 
Indiana, J. Sloat Fassett of New-York, Samuel 
Fessenden of Connecticut, WV. H. De Young of 
California, William Cassius Goodloe of Ken- 
tucky, George R. Davis of Iilinois, Thomas M. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania, aud Garrett A. Hobart 
of New-Jersey. 

The sub-committee, when it reported, provid- 
ed places on the Executive Committee for 
every member of the sub-committee except one. 
In other words, the members of the sub-commit- - 
tee deliberately voted to place themselves on 
the Executive Committee. The one member of 
the sub-committee who was not placed on the 
Executive Committee was Thomas M. Bayne of 
Pennsylvania, but as Mr. Bayne merely neld 
Senator Quay’s proxy for the National Cummit- 
tee meeting, and a+ Senator Quay was made 
Chairman of both the National and Executive 
Committees, Mr. Bayne, it would appear, was 
also duly considered by his colleagues in return 
for -his vote in behalf of the sub-committee 
members. Mr. Clarkson, who appointed the 
sub-committee, was also appointed on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Not only did the members 
of the sub-committee appoint themselves on the 
Executive Committee, but they retused to allow 
any other member of the National Committee to 
name any officer of the Executive Committee, 
such as clerk or Sergeant-at-Arms.. 

When the thirty-odd members of the National 
Committee who had not beon appointed on the 
sub-committee, and necessarily not on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, saw how they had been fro- 
zen out, they were very uwngry. The men who. 
bad voted for themselves were severeiy criti- 
cised, but nobody was abie to see that anything 
could well.be done to mend the condition of 
affairs. The result of the dissatisfaction may 
result in preventing certain contributions in aid 
of the Republican cause from being made. Thiin 
may make the demands upon Mr. Morton a little 
more pronounced. 

During the afternoon several prominent Re- 
publicaus appeared in the hotel. ‘hese were 
Col. W. W. Dudley of Indiana, Charles Emory 
Smith of Philadelphia, J. S. Clarkson of Iowa, 
Col. G. R. Davis of [llinois, Judge Carey of Wy- 
oming, Judge J. M. Thurston of Nebraska, J. H. 
Willard of Omaha, Henry C. Payne of Wiscon- 
sin, John P. Sanborn of Michigan, J. M. Hil. of 
Mississippi, Nathan Goff of West Virginia, Judge 
Kennedy of North Carolina, Senator Riddie- 
berger of . Virginia, William L. Taylor, City At- 
torney of Indianapolis; H. W. Hayes, President 
Rhode Island Republican Clubs League; T. FE. 
Byrnes of Minnesota, and Col. S. V. R. Cruger 
and Alfred R. Whitney of this city. 

The general topic of discussion was the selec- 
tion. pf Senator Quay as Chairman of the Na- 
tional and Executive Committees. The choice 
was generally looked uponasa goodone. One 
gentleman remarked toa TIMES reporter: “I 
know Matt Quay well. He is the best man the 
Republicans could have chosen for the piace. 
Aithough a Republican, I believe the Re- 
publicans are leading a forlorn hope this 
year, and hoy | is the best man to be 
at the head of a forlorn hepe.” Another Repub- 
lican remarked that Senator Quay made a busi- 
ness of politics. He played “at politics” all the 
tale, cEven..at.asmall primary election Quay 
was always ut hand,and one could never be 
sure that some plan wasn’t hidden beneath 
whatever the result of the primary might be. 

Charles Emory Smith has always oppused Mr. 

uay.  Whenit first became known that the 

eunsylvania Senator might be chosen as Chuair- 
man, Mr. Smith made no secret of his dissatis!ac- 
tion with the proposition. He said, however, 
that he did not make any active opposition to 
Quay’s election, because he did not believe that 
he ought to perwit his personal judgment to in- 
terfere with the attempt of the National Com- 
mnittee to select the Man that was thought best 
fitted for the position. Yesterday Mr. Smith 
had become recenciled to the election of the 
Senator, and he said that Quay was a good or- 
ganizer and would make a thorough fight. He 
would fight noiselessly, but energetically. 

With reference to the selection of Senator Fas- 
sett as Secretary of the National and Ex- 
ecutive Committees, the politicians ail credit 
1t to Thomas C. Platt. The real reason Mr. 
Fassett was inade Secretary was this: At tha 
Republican National Committee at Chicago, as 
soon as the National Committees was formed, 
Mr. Platt sought out Senator Quay or bis repre- 
sentative, and said that Mr. Quay should bea 
candidate fer Chairman of the committee. The 
watter was taken under consideration, and Mr. 
Quay, who really desired the place, left his inter- 
ests in the hands of Mr. Platt and Mr. Bayne of 
Pittsburg, to whom he gave his proxy to repre- 
sent him at the committee's session in thia city 
on Wednesday. Gev. Harrison at tirat favored 
the election of J. 8S. Clarkson of Iowa as Uhair- 
man, but Mr. Morton of course sided with Mr. 
Piatt, and favored the selection of Quay. 
Finally John C. New, Gen. Michenor, Col. Mc- 
Lain, and J.B. Elam, ane Gen. Har- 
rison, decided that it would not do to have any 
trouble, and so Quay was selected for the place. 
As amatter of course, Quay’s friends voted to 
wake Mr. Fassett Secretary of both con mittees. 

The members of the Executive Commitee 
looked tired out when they went into session at 
11 A. M.in Parlor OR in the hotel. Those of 
the committee present were John CU. New, J. 3. 
Clarkson, A. L. Conger, Garrett A. Hobart, 
Samuel Fessenden, George R. Davis, J. Man- 
chester Haynes, M. H. De Young, William Cas- 
sius Goodloe, and J. Sioat Fussett. Senator 
Quay was absent. The committee proceeded to 
business. Mr. Clarkson was selected Chairman 
pro tem., in Mr. Quay’s absence, and Mr. Fassett 
performed the duties of Secretary. Gen. W. W. 
Dudley, who attended the meeting of the Re- 
publican National Committee on Wednesday as 
proxy for F, F. Putney, the Georgia member of 
the committee, was elected Treasurer, and Col. 
H. L. Swords of lowa was chosen as Sergeant- 
at-Arips. 

The committee then voted to receive the com- 
mittee of the Republican National League of 
Clubs which was appointed to meet with the Ex- 
ecutive Committee frow time to time. President 
James P. Foster, whose course hus thoroughly 
disgusted the party wanagers, headed the dele- 
gation. having just come down from the State 
League’s Convention at Saratoga In time to take 

artin the conference. The members of the 
eague who accompanied President Foster were 
Guy C. Noble of Vermont, John M. ‘Thurston of 
Nebraska, Wilbur O. Mott of New-Jersey, T. E. 
Byrnes of Minnesota, H. W. Hayes of Rhode = 
Islana, W. T. Taylor of Indiana, George Beaton 
of Indiana, W. Tracy of Iilinois, and Ardrew B. 
Humpbtrey, the Secretary of the league. 

The Executive Committee consented to meet 
with the committee from the league for half an 
hour. President Foster gave an account of club 
organization throughout the country, and Presi- 
dent Taylor of the Indiana State League spoke 
of the clubs in the Western Statas.

means nothing. When the members of the 
league committee heard what had been done 
they were very angry. To outsiders, of course, 
théy saia they were satieiied, but their appear- 
ance and general conversation betrayed their 
dissatisfaction plainly. 

The members of the Executive Committee 
have not concealed their contempt of the Anti- 
Saloon Republican organization. Albert Griitin, 
President of the organization, tried all day to 
obtain a hearing before the committee, but 
he did not succeed. The members refused 
to eountenance the movement. It was 
said by one member of the committee 
that one reason for the refusal to 
give President Griffin a hearing, was to be found 
in the fact that he proposed to address them on 
the “free whisky” plank in the platform adopt- 
ea by the Republican National Convention. Mr. 
Griffin lingered about the hovel all the day and 
nearly all the evening expecting to get achance 
to appear before the committee, but the oppor 
unity did net present itself. 

ie full feres of Mra. J. Ellen Fester’s scheme 
for the developing of women’s Republican clubs 
througaout the country became manifest during 
the evening. The schewe is in reality a men- 
ace to the Women’s Uhristian Temperance Union 
ef the United States. [f the Republicans coulda 
break up this organization and build up wom- 
en’s Republican clubs, they think they would 
be doing a good stroke of business.

Nathan Goff of West Virginia and Edward Me 
Pherser of Washington, D. C., ef the Republican 
Con ional Committee, in which the duties of 
the latter committee were defined. 

About as ravenous a set of ‘‘ strikers” as ever 
“struck” at so early a stage of a campaign, 
struck consternation into the hearts of the 
members ef the National Executive Committee, 
just as they were having a quiet little confab 
all to themselves at 10:30 last evening. They 
were 2 committee of the Irish-American 
Anti-Free Trade League, (for revenue only.)

Vincent Colyer, a well-known artist, died

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scom | STORM OF GREAT VIOLENCE 


PARTIOULARLY ALONG THS 
OOAST OF MASSAOHUSETTS. 
CRAFT TORN FROM THEIR MOORINGS 
AND DRIVEN ASHORE, BUT ONLY 

ONE LIFE REPORTED LOST. 

Boston, July 12.—The storm that struck 
New-Engiand last night and raged with peculiar 
Violence early this morning in Eastern Maesa- 
chusetta was vory eccentric in its movements, 
In Boston it was the severest felt for some time, 
,the wind attaining the velocity of 42 miles an 
hour and carrying desolation and havoc among 
the trees and chimney pote in all parts of the 
city with perfect impartiality. At Waltham 
the squall partook more of the nature of a 
tornado, and an eccentric and irregular strip 
through the city varying from 100 to 800 feet 
in width plainly marks the destructive power 
of the storm centre. All through the evening 
the air waz heavy and hamid. Shortly before 
12 o’olock a thunderstorm burst over the city, 
but left the atmosphere more oppressive than 
before. Following the burst of rain came the 
squall, lasting but a few minutes. Tnen a 
period of muggy warmth and quietude was fol- 
lowed, about 1 o’clook, by a second squall, 
which lasted half an houror mere. When this 
equall struck, the temperature dropped like 
@ shot about 25 or 30 degrees. The 
damage by wind in the olty proper was 
confined to chimneys, roofs, trees, and 
telegraph poles and wires. Perhaps the great- 
est damage resulted to feliage and trees because 
the most difficult ta replace, All over the city, 
where trees lined the walks the streets were in- 
cumbered with the débris torn from above, and 
in some piaces were blocked by fallen elms or 
other valuable trees. Few accidents were re- 
ported, as the streets were cofmparatively de- 
serted when the squall struck. , 

In South Boston the only Republican cam- 
paign fiag was blown from its fastening and 
tern to ribbons. At City Point much damage 
wasdone to the smali yachts lying at their 
woorings, and the only known fatality occurred 
here through the capsizing of a ——. The 
identity of the drowned man is nown, and 
the has not been recovered. if 

A great many beats broke from their moorings, 
and this morning bewsprits, booms, and top- 
masts were h a in the water ali around the 
bay. The loss in each case is ny toe will 
foot up a goodly sum in the aggregate. The sleop 
Wild wave sunk afterstaving in her bows against 
one of the piers, and several other small craft 
are under water. } 

Waltham and Watertown experienced the 
greatest shaking up of any section in this vicin- 
ity, but the aquall stopped just shert of inflict- 
ing serious disaster, although the damage will 
aggregate many thousand dollars. The peopie 
living on the path followed by the squall centre 
insist that it was a veritable tornade. Houses 
were shaken and wrenched, and barng were un- 
roofed and in some cases demolished. Begin- 
ning on the outskirts at the George Harrington 
estate, the wind erashed in the roof of the barn 
and wrenchea the buildings out of shape, be- 
sides sweeping down like so many blades of 
grass the half of «a large and valu- 
able orchard of fruit trees close by. The 

ath of the hurricane at this point was about 

00 feet wide. Passing on, the wind lifted bodi- 
ly a new frame house at the Robert's Crossin 
station and turned it on the foundation severa 
inches, wrecking the structure badly. Tearing 
up trees in its path, it next struck the cemetery 
and here literally mowed a path through the 

raveyard, overturning monuments, blowing 

own fences, stripping trees of their branches, 
and in seme cases snapping beautiful élms and 
maples shert off like pipestems. Leaving the 
cemetery, the squall changed its course consid- 
erably, wrecked a boathouse on the river bank, 
sbriously injured the house of the Waltham 
Canoe Club, end did other damage. 

‘At Reed’s Corner the squall litted a henhouse 

from the ground and deposited it safely with its. 
inmates in a tree, where it was found this morn- 
ing. On Wadsworth-avenue the house of George 
Lawrence was carried three fest fromits founda- 
tion Without injury to the frightened occupants. 
In Watertown Thomas Volby’s hosiery mill on 
Morse-street was thrown out of shape, windows 
broken, and slates torn off. 
« At the Watertown Arsenai buildings were 
unroofed, while along the whole course trees 
and poles were thrown across the highways, 
chimneys blown down, and other mischief done. 
At Medford lightning struck the two large 
houses of Francis Brooks. They were totally 
destroyed with their contents, except the live- 
stock, causing aloss of abeut $30,000. Along 
the Winthrop shore, where the numerous Sum- 
mer cottages are lightiy constructed, the dam- 
age was less severe than would have been an- 
ticipated. One building was entirely destroyed, 
several yachts smashed in end dfrivea ashore, 
and many tenders were thrown on the beach. 
One man was injured, and doors were blown off 
and windows without number were smashed. 

At Point Shirley a gust of wind lifted a cottage 
in which were five raons, carried it about 40 
feet, and smashed it into kindling wood as it 
struck the ground. Strangely enough, the occu- 
pants, who were in bed on the ground floor, 
escaped with no more serious injury than a few 
bruises. At the Great Head Hotel a gentleman 
sleeping too near a window had his face 
badly eut by broken glass. The exer 
tions of the janitors of the Great Head 
Yacht Cluv prevented extensive damage 
to Boner The yacht E. W. D. had her bow- 
aprit injured by coming in contact with the 
pier, and the sloop Soap Box had her bowsprit 
carried away and her bow stove in. She was 
driven full inte the Erminie, but the latter was 
uninjured by the shock. The Great Scott was 
thrown up on shore far above high-water mark. 
The sloop Ocean Queen was fastened to insecure 
moorings and ran ashore, and the Padtline was 
thrown upon the recks, Two tenders were carried 
over the rocks into the street above the beach. 

All the towns in Easterm Massachusetts report 
more or less damage by the storm, but without 
features of general interest. Lightning also - 
did some damage at Beachmont, Exeter, N. H.; 
Lawrence, where the Edison Dynamo Works 
were burned out; Brockton, where ene house 
was badly damaged, and the small shoe factory 
of Thomas Bowes was destroyed; Plymouth, 
Cambridge, and Lewiston, Me., where the plain- 
ing mill of. Jordan, Frost & Co. was destroyed, 

The steamer Balderfrom Baracoacawein tothe 
harbor last night, and ny eee that during the 
storm there appeared to be several balls of fire 
continually playing about the steamer’s top- 
mast, & sight eommon in lower latitudes, but 
rare in this vivinity, — in the Gulf > tream. 
Up to 9 o’olock this evening but one wreck is 
reported on the Massachusetts coast, a fact due 
to the wind biowing off shore. The wrecked 
vessel is the schooner F. H. Odiorne,- from a 
Maine port te New-York with paving stone. 
She was returning to Chatham for anchor- 
age and struck on the outside of Hand- 
kerchief Shoals. The schooner jibed over and 
earried away her mainmast and mizzentopmast 
and wae driven by the gale and eastern tide di- 
rectly across Handkerchief Shoals and Monomey 
Bars. As the tide flowed it became rough, and 
she was driven upon the tnner bar, seas break- 
ing all over her and washing everything movable 
off the decks. The crew took refuge below. The 
schooner sprang a leak, and this morning had 
three feet of waterin her hold. A deep-loaded 
brig near the same point dragged her anchors 
nearly a milé, but finally hela. 

A dispatch from Mount Washington, N. H., re- 
ports a snowstorm there tast night sufficient in 
extent to leave the ground white some hours 
-after sunrise this morning, while in places there 
wore drifts one footin depth. The temperature 
fell about 40° to 24° and remained 4° below thse 
the freezing point at 8 o’clock this morning. 
Early last evening there was a heavy fall of 
rain with a high wind continuing threughout 
the night, 


ALBANY, N, Y., July 12.—Canada’s disas- 
trous storm dropped duwn into New-York State 
last night and caused much damage. In this 
city observations taken on the Capitol by Signal 
Service attachés recorded the velocity of the 
wind at 62 miles an hour. Telegraph and tele- 
phone wires ate reported down in many places 
Dorth and east of here, entailing great damage, 
The Western Union suffered the greatest logs, 
In the northern part of Franklin County the 
storm is reported the worst in years, leay- 
ing devastation in its path. Thestorm develoned 
into a regular tornado. Hailstones measuring

ALPENA SWEPT BY FLAMBS. 


LARGE DESTRUCTION OF LUMBER AND 


1,800 PERSONS RENDERED HOMELESS. 

Derroit, Mich., July 12.—The city of 
Alpena is situated 230 miles north of Detroit at 
the head of Thunder Bay, Lake Huron, and is a 
city of 11,0U0 persons. It is the northern ter 
minus of the Detroit, Bay City and Alpena 
Railroad, and the fish and lumber industries are 
its chief sources of wealth. Many hundred men 
are employea by the fishing eompanies, while 
there are 11 large wills in the city which cut 
anpually about 160,000,000 feet of logs. It is 
well, supplied with churches, schools, and fine 
hotels, and takes on in many respects the best 
features of a typical New-England town. In 
the season 25 passenger steamboats weekly 
enter the harbor. It is lighted by eléctricity 
and has a telephone exchange. Sixteen yours 
ago to-day the town was laid in ashes, and to- 
day 14 blocks of the Third Ward are in ruins. 
Two hundred buildings have been burned and 
225 families, representing 1,300 persons, are out 
of house and home. Nine-tenths of these are 
workingmen and most of them have no in- 
surance. These were packed on the north side 
of Thunder Bay River, which empties into tbe 
lake at this point, and whose banks are lined 
with the saw milisand yards which manufacture 
inte lumber the immense quantity of logs that 
are annually floated down the river from the 
great tracts of pine forests through which the 
headwaters of the stream and its branches run. 

The fire started F ag ptr afternoon in the 
lumber mill of H. Moree, a big structure cov- 
ering two acres of ground and surrounded by 
sawdust panes and piles of slabs and refuse 
lumber, pine bark and strippings, and the ter- 
ribly inflammable combination which makes 
fire so dangerous about the mills ef such a town. 
For two feet one can dig down and find nothing 
but sawdust, so that when fire begins 
even the ground under foot furnishes fuel 
for the ames. At the time the wind 
was blowing a tierce gale from the northwest, 
aud the sheet of fire, which was soon fann 
was driven irresiétibly down the stream an 
away from the mill where it started. The Fire 
Department was helpless in the faee of such 
a gale and with such materials to feed the 
flames. ‘ Gilchrist’s lumber dock, with nearly 
4,000,000 feet of freshiy-sawn lumber on It, was 
soon in flames, and the scene as the big logs fell 
into the river from the burning dock and drift- 
ed on toward the open lake, all the floating tim- 
ber being ablaze, was a sight long to be remem- 
bered. 

The burning timber set fire to the rafts in the 
water, and drifting out into the mouth of the 
river set fire to tho Government lighthouse, 
whieh was soon a total loss. While the fre was 
sweeping down through haif uw mile of the town 
the people living in what was the inevitable 
course of the flames were moving out household 
goods and carrying valuablea and portables 
away from the traek of the fleree flames 
to a place of _— safety. There was 
time for this, for the fire, while 
fierce, had to slowly eat its way through the 
great piles of lumber and logs that largely oc 
copiek the district, and at 11 o’clock last night 
Was quite as fierce as it was nine hours before. 
The result of ite sweep through the town was 
that fully 200 homes were destroyed. These 
were all classés of houses in this section, cot- 
tages of workmen who had tkeir homes near 
the mill and homes ofthe mill owners them- 
selves. 

There were nearly 1,500 people homeless last 
night. No one went to sleep, for all night long 
the town was lit up by the flames of the burring 
timber, while the bay was illuminated yy the 
floating logs. The skating rink, Opera House, 

ublic balls, and churches were ail used for 
odging places for the homeless people, and the 
weather is comfortable, so that no real suffering 
is likely to ensue aside from what will ariee from 
destitution, aud that will be speedily supplied 
by the wealthy mill owners and people through 
the region. 

Mrs. Ann McLean, visiting there from Buffalo, 
was burned to death, and Mrs, Putvin, aged 73, 
is so badly burned that she is not expected to 
live. At least $200,000 is gone by the burning 
of buildings; also, 3,000,000 feet of lumber be- 
longing to F. W. Gilchrist, Folkeres, MePhee & 
Co. of Alpena, and Burrows & Burt of Saginaw 
—equal losers—valued, with the docks, at 
$60,000. The insurance is believed to be less 
than $100,000. 

State Treasurer Geerge L, Malby, who lives 
at Alpena, gave $1,000 to relieve the immediate 
wants of the people, and A. N. Spratt sent the 
sufferers to the local meat markets and bakers’ 
shops with instructions to get what is needed, 
the billg to be sent to him.

HOT WORDS IN THE SENATE 


MR. BLAIR AND MR. BUTLER 
IN THE ARENA. 
THE PRESIDENT’S PENSION VETOES THE 
CAUSE OF THE WAR-—A DEFENSE 
OF THE FISHERIES TREATY. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—President Cleve- 
land’s vetoes of private pension bills continue 
to serve asa big bugaboo to the Republican 
Senators. They are never referred to in the 
Benate without calling out growls and snaris® 
from one or more Republicans, and the whole . 
party has at last announced the very remark- 
able doctrine that the President has no consti- 
tutional power to object to the dictum of Con- 
gress in the case of a pension bill. The subject 
was brought up in the Senate to-day by Mr. 
Hawley, and it was not long before ‘Senatorial 
courtesy” was lost sight of once more. Mr. Hawley 
reported from the Printing Committee in favor 
of a resolution to print a large number of extra 
copies of the attack upen Mr. Cleveland recently 
issued by the Pension Committee in the shape 
of a report upon certain vetoed bills. The pur- 
pose of the resolution was to print at the ex- 
pense of the people a campaign doqument to be 
sent broadsast through the mails under the 
franks of Republican Senators. Mr. Cockrill an- 
noyed the Republicans by suggesting that the 
President’s message in the Mary Ana Dough- 


erty case be printed with the Pension Com- 
mittee’s report. Mr. Hawley replied that he 
didn’t tiiink the publication of that veto would 
help Mr. Cleveland very much among the old 
soldiers, because in it he expressed a fear that 
there were many parallel cases which had 
Teached a successful conclusion. Mr. Dawes 
defended the Dougherty bill, saying that the 
woman’s bad conduct oecurred several years 
ago, and suggested that perhaps Mr. Cookrell 
would like to have all of Mr. Cleveland’s vetoes 

ublished. Mr. Cockrell promptly replied that 

6 would, and & moment later he offered 
@ resolution for the printing of 100,000 
copies of all the President’s veto mes- 
sages. Mr. Davis and Mr. Stewart found 
fault with the President, the Nevada Senator 
sneeringly complimenting Mr. Cleveland upon 
his duties as a police detective. Then Mf: Biair 
took the floor and made a worse attack upon 
Mr. Cleveland, deciaring that be ought to look 
back over his own record and see if silence was 
not golden. Mr. Blair complained because the 
President inquired into the personal habits of 
would-be pensioners and provoked Mr. Butler 
into remarking that the Senator’s language was 
unworthy of a Senater ina forum where the man 
he attacked could not reply. The South Caro- 
lina Senator deciared that there was more 
danger to the country in the usurpation of 
power by the legislative branch than in the 
misuse of the veto power by the President. 

Mr. Blair got angry when Mr. Butler inti- 
mated thatit was not courageous to attack a 
man where he could not defend himself, and he 
asserted that the President might at least have 
used gentlemanly language in his vetoes. This 
indueed Mr. Butler to remark that it would bea 
sorry day for the country if ever Mr. Cleveland 
had to take the New-Hatmpshire Senator for his 
standard. Mr. Butier went on in plain terms to 
denounge Mr. Biair as a demagogue, declaring 
that he and his measures were an incubus 
on the Senate. Mr. Blair was pale with 
Tage as he responded in hot tones 
tbat, unlike the Seuth Carolifia Senator, 
he had never been a traitor or a rebel, and he 
was not indebted to the mercy of the Govern- 
ment for his life. He had something to say 
about the ‘“‘open rebellion” that still existed in 
Mr. Butler’s State, and added that while he did 
not lay claim te any extraordinary eourage, he 
Was ready to give the Senator from south Caro- 
lina satiafactory evidence of his reonal cour- 
age whenever and wherever the Senator want- 
ed it. Mr. Butler jumped up to respond, when 
the presiding officer suddenly put a stop to the 
proceedings by declaring the morning hour 
closed and further discussing of the resolution 
out of order. The chances are that the Senate 
hae not heard the last of the subject, for the bad 
bloed stirred up te-day will break out again 
when the resolution next gets a hearing. 


Senator George of Mississippi advocated the 
ratification of the fisheries treaty in open 
Executive seasion to-day. Mr. George said that 
this debate was not intended by the Republican 
side of the chamber to be a fair and honest con- 
sideration of the question of ratification or re- 
jection of the treaty. That question had already 
been settled in a secret caucus on the other side 
of the chamber. The treaty had been pre- 
destined to rejection, and for reasons unknown 
to the world. The open debate was not for the 

urpose of settling what ought to be 

one, but to justify what had been decreed 
to be done by arraigning before the Ameriean 
people the President for negligence or indiffer- 
ence to American rights. He did not fail to 
recognize the importance of the fisheries, nor 
did he forget the special rights, interests, and 
necessities of the fishermen. There was not 
one of them whose smallest right he would sur- 
render or impair; but on the question of 
ratification he should east his vote on that side 
which, being consistent with the faith of pub- 
lic treaties and the sanctity of international 
compacts, most advanced the welfare of the 
fishermen. After a historical sketoh of all the 
treaties from 1713 to 1778 on the subject, he 
claimed that this review showed that the idea 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations 
that all sea waters, —e bays more 
than six miles wide, were publie fishing waters 
common to all nations, never had any existence, 
as applied to the North American fisheries dur- 
ing those 65 years. The treaty of 1783 and the 
convention of 1818 had not changed that con- 
dition. He olaimed that it was shown 
beyoné honest controversy that ‘under 
the renunciation of the convention of 
1818, we have tost the MHiberty of 
fishing in the large bays over six miles wide, 
unless the Euglish language is of that flexible 
and dishonest character that, when used by us 
in treaties, it includes everything possible in 
grants in our favor, and shrinks to the smallest 
possible limits im all renuneiations we may 

ake.” What he had stated he said was a con- 
clusive refutation of the false and un-American 
doctrine announced by the Committee on For- 
eign Relations. Despite the great authority of 
that committee he did hope that the American 
people would give that just weight to their 
own history, to the acts and declarations of 
their own most eminent statesmen, which would 
enable them tosee the controversy in its 
just light. As to that committee and its politi- 
cal colleagues in the Senate he had no such hope. 
Soon after it bad been sent by thePresident to the 
Senvate it had been considered in seeret by a 
caucus of Republican Senators, and it had been 
determined that it Should be rejected.

ON “JIMORAOK” SHOALS. , 

The United States lighthouse supply and 
buoy-setting steamer, John Rodgers, ran ashore 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning on “Jimcraek” 
Shoals, just off “ Jimerack” Point, on the east- 


erly side of Fire Island. A heavy northwest 
gale was blowing at the time, aud the sea was 
very rough. The Rodgers had been setting 
buoys to mark the channel through Fire Island 
Inlet, and had skirted the channel teward the 
island shore rather too closely. The result was 
that she ran hard and fast aground at hich tide. 
The furious gaje and heavy sea alarmed those 
on board the’ steamer, and signals of distress 
were promptly displayed. These were descried 
by the crew of the life-saving station on the isl- 
and, and a boat was sent out to the stranded 
vessel. The Captain of the Rodgers wanted a 
tug to aid him in gettitig his vessel in deep water 
again, and one was summoned from this city. It 
‘was due at the wreck at midnight. 

At 7 o’clock last nigat the steamer lay so far 
on the shoals that her paddlé wheels weré out 
of water, but as she was fast in a bed of mud 
she maintained an upright Bg inet and her 
officers deolared that she had suffered no dam- 
age whatever.

MERRILY SLASHING RATES. 
\ Cuicago, July 12.—The Vanderbilt lines 
Were so slow to-day in meeting the daily cut in 
the dressed-beef rate to-day that fotatime it 
was believed they had grown tired of the fight 
and had decided to take no further part in it. 
Late in the day, however, they came duwn to 
the Erie’s figure of 9 cents per hundred pounds 
to New-York, » reduction of 11, cents from the 


rate that ruled yesterday. The rate to Boston 
Was correspondingly reduced to 19 eents. The

The hesitation of the Vanderbilts’ “line is con- 
strued as evidenee of weariness and possibly a 
determination to retire from the’ fight before 
long. The heads of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion are trying to keep up a show of authority 
by announcing new tariffs on various com- 
modities, but itis supposed that they are only 
authorizing reductions already in force on some 
of the lines. Three cents was taken off the 
charges on wool, reducing the rates to 72 and 
47 cents respectively on the two classes. The 
rate on tobacce was also reduced from 35 to 27 
cents per hundred pounds to meet the cut rates 
onthe Southern roads. The fightameng the 
Eastern roads has extended to so many new 
issues sinee it began that the original question 
of differential rates is now only one of a number 
to besettled. Added to it is the fight of the 
Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania systems, and there 
is alsoa Growing contest between the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Baltimore and Ohio.

CURIOUS DISCRIMINATION. 

CuicaGco, July 12.—Commander John P. 
Rea, Grand Army of the Republic, takes excep- 
tion to the roads in the Western States Passen- 
ger Association which, contrary te promises, 
fixed upon a rate of one fare for the round trip 
for the meeting of the Grand Army atColumbus, 
Uhio, in September. The Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation and other reads made arate of 1 cent 
per mile for that occasion, and Com- 
mander Rea failed to understand why 
the Western roads were not equally 
liberal. In a letter to Chairman Abbott he tells 
the roads what he thinks of their methods. He 
says: “The Knights of Pythias had @ round-trip 
rate of $11 from Minneapolis to Cincinnati and 
return, There was arate of $10 in effect to St. 
Louis and return for the Democratic Conven- 
tion and a similar rate to Chicago and return 
for the Republican Convention, which was cut 
to $4. Any gathering, however insignificant, 
seems to be able to get one fare for 
the round trip, as, for instance, the anti-saloon 
Republican meeting, to which just one man 
went from the Minneapolis and St. Paul terri- 
tory.

THE MONTICELLO GAINS A POINT. 

MONTICELLO, July 12.—Yesterday Charles 
Clark, Superintendent of the Port Jervis and 
Monticello Railroad, served a notice on the Erie 
Railway Company that the former road was 
prepared to receive all freight cars and contents 
destined for shipment over it, and that if the 


Erie failed to turn such freight e«rs and freight 
over to the Monticello Road the Erie would be 
held responsible for all damages, As, under a 
ruling of the Railway Commission of this State, 
railroad companies are bound to make transfers 
of car lots to other roads that are to carry them 
to destination, the Erie’s course in holding the 
Monticello cars on its road at Port Jervis was 
in direct violation of this law, that company 
has complied with the demand of the Monticello 
Cempany and delivered the cars to it, and will 
be compelled to continue to doso, In the mat- 
ter of tli delivery of the coal to the yards of 
Williams & Robertson along the Monticelle 
Road in Port Jervis, however, the Erie refuses 
te ogy holding that the cars were way-biiled 
only to Port Jervis, and as they have beca de- 
livered at that place the railroad’s — is pér- 
fermed. The company also persists in its shut- 
ting out of the Monticellg Road from terminal 
tacilities in its yard.

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SOME DEVELOPMENTS IN THE CASE IN 
YESTERDAY’S INVESTIGATION. 

There were interesting developments 
yesterday in the strange case of Guilford Phin- 
ney, who died in St. Mary’s Hospital, Brooklyn, 
Wednesday afternoon from a revolver shot 
wound in the lung. Tke sachel which Phin- 
ney took out of the house Tuesday night has 
been an object of absorbing interest to the 
Brooklyn police ever since they went to work 
at thecase. They yosterday morning discovered 
that it had been shipped by the Adams Express 
Company to 8. W. Phinney, 189 Moody-street, 
Waltham, Mass.,a younger brother. Thesachel 
Was sent by Phinney Tuesday evening. The 

olice at once took precaution to reeover it. It 

8 believed that the sachél not only contains the 
valuables alleged to have been stolen by the 
phantom burglars, but held the owner’s insur- 
ance papers and a letter of explanation to his 
brother. The police expect to get the sachel 
to-day, as the express agent at Waltham nati- 
tied them last night that he should return it 
forthwith. 

Until the sachel is recovered the police inves- 
tigation is on the shelf. They adhere to the 
suicide theory, but admit that they cannot 
“ee a mentees: 

r. man, the physician who was b 
Phinney’s side 10 minutes after he was woud 
ed, yesterday made this statement: “ While I 
was by his side he put one arm around my neck 
to support himself and exclaimed: ‘ Don’t leave 
me, Doc; I feel dreadfully bad, and don’t want 
to be left alone with them,’ meaning the mem- 
bers of the Carpenter family, who were gathered 
in the room. The dying man gave the doo- 
tor some addresses of relatives, and asked him 
to write them. One of these was Albert 
Storer of New-Haven, who married Phinney’s 
first cousin. Mr. Storer, Mrs. Storer, and their 
daughter arrived in Brooklyn early yesterday. 
They ridiculed the theory of suicide, and de- 
clared that they could not believe it possible 
until some reasonable motive was shown. 
Phinney, they said, was left motherless 
at an early age, and the family was 
broken up by his father marrying a young 
wife who was objeetionable to the 
children, Guilford lived with Mrs. Storer’s 
mother for many years, and was like a 
son. He was independent and ambitious and 
had much Yankee shrewdness. He could and 
would turn his hand to anything, and had luck 
always. He made money and spent it freely. 
After he grew up he traveled a great deal, but 
never forgot his New“Haven relatives. He 
wrote them recently, saying he would be with 
them this week—yesterday. He was greatly at- 
tached to Miss Storer, his second cousin, and 
they were Yip genom engaged to be married 
when should be was of age. He gave her and 
her mother many presents, 

The Storer family did not call on the Carpen- 
ters peony © but were at Police Headquar- 
ters, at the hospital, where Coroner Lindsay 
was fora few hours, and at the house of Dr, 
Whitmas. Phinney had furnished them with a 
complete list of the secret organizations aud 
‘benevolent societies to which he belonged. 
There were 22 in all, and he was in good stand- 
ingineachone. The onerogase of his insurance 
they understood to be $25,000. 

Phinney was a member of Irving Lodgs, No. 
307. A. O. U. W., and of Bedford Lodge, No. 62, 
of theO rder of Tonti. 8S, A. Schoonmaker of 
the former and J. K. Ellery of the latter organi- 
zation called at the hospital yesterday and by 
permission of the Coroner directed an under- 
taker to prepare the body for burial. It is prob- 
able that the funeral will be neld Sunday, unless 
Phinney’s brether, who has not yet arrived, in- 
terposes with other plans. 

It was discovered yesterday that during one 
of the several statements made by Phinney 
while he Jay dying in the hospital he denied 
that he was engaged to marry Carrie Carpenter, 
Yesterday she was asked if she was engaged to 
marry Phinney and she replied that she was 
not. She qualified her answer by saying that 
she had loved him well enough to marry him. 

It is the unanimous opinion of the members 
of the Carpenter family, as well as others who 
knew Phinngy intimately, that he did not com- 
mit suicide. “If he was foolish enough to 
take *his life,” said Mrs. Carpentee last 
evening, “I think he might have had con- 
sideration enough for our feelings to have 
shot himself when he was away from 
the house.” She also said that Phinney had the 
run of the house, and was like one of the fami- 
ly. It was on his suggestion that they took the 
house in Radds-place. According to Mrs. Car- 
penter her boarder was of & speculative turn 
of mind, and won and lost money at the races, 
losing oftener than he won. When he won they 
all had a good time. 





ONE SHOT WAS FATAL. 


A SHIFTLESS HUSBAND FAILS TO: MUR- 
DER HIS WIFE BUT KILLS HIMSELF. 
Last evening Richard B. Carter, who was 

foreman of the stevedores of the Atlas Line. 

shot his wife Teresa, seriously injuring her, in 

front of 148 West Twenty-second-street, with a 

revolver, and, turning the weapon on himself, 

inflicted a wound from which he died two hours 
and a half later at the New-York Hospital. 


Carter, who had been a sailor, and whose 
brother was also employed by the Atlas Line, 
was a stocky fellow about 50 years old, went 
last Fall to477 West Twenty-second-street and 
lived a furnished room of Teresa Adams, 
widow of George Adams of Salem, Mass. 

Carter paid court to his landiady and said he 
was a Widower. Deo. 14 he married Mrs. Ad- 
ams, Carter soon changed from a meek, indus- 
trious suitor to a domestic bully, and would not 
even look foremployment. He was constantly 
grumbling at her because she would not let him 
control her little fortune. Six weeks after the 
Marriage a young woman with a baby in her 
arms called and claimed him as ber husband. 

The ineident provoked a serious family dis- 
Ee and Carter went to board at Mrs. Margaret 

shoney’s, 260 West Twenty-tirst-street. He 
there entered on a campaign of annoyanee and 
bullying by letter, waylaid his wife in the street, 
and ,then had recourse to cajoling and piteous 
appeals for a reconciliation. During this time 
she was informed that he had a wife in Val- 
paraiso and another at Jamaica. Three months 
azo she heard that he had gone te the West 
Indies. Three weeks ago he reappeared at Mra. 
Mahouey’s and said that he had just returned. 

Last Tuesday evening Carter met his wife 
in the street and abused and threatened her so 
violently that she took refuge in a neighboring 
house. Yesterday Mrs. Carter received a 
message from him civilly worded asking her to 
meet him to talk over their differences at 
Twenty-third-street and Sixth-avenue at 5 
o’clock in the evening. Mrs, Carter believed 
that she had an epportunity to bring him te 
terms and started to Keep the appoint- 
ment. Less thaa a warter of an hour 
later, My W. 2&8. idlow, who was 
standing on the stoop of 149 £West 
Twenty-second-street saw Carter and his wife 
coming en the seuth side of the street from 
Sixth-avenue, They walked rapidiy and ap- 
peared to be conversing earnestly rather than 
excitedly. When immediately oppesite him 
Carter whipped outa nickel-plated six-sheoter 
of 32-ealibre and fired at shortrange at his wife. 
She screamed, put her hand to her left side, and, 
turning, rap toward Sixth-avenue. Taking de- 
liberate aim Carter fired another shot at her, put 
missed. Then pointing the weapon at his head 
he fired without effect, but the fourth shot took 
effect in his right temple and he fell insensible 
on the sidewalk. 

Mrs. Carter ran to McLaughlin's stable, 106 
West ‘i wenty-second-street, and sank down in a 
chair. Dr. A. B. Tucker ef 116 West Twenty- 
second-street found that the bullet pierced her 
elothing, was deflected by her corset, and en- 
tered her left side ebliquely, taking an upward 
direction. She was taken with her husband to 
the New-York Hospital. His eondition was 
hopeless, and he died at 7:35 o’clock. Dr. 
Clarke did not consider her injury dangerous, 
but decided not to probe the wound.

THE BROOKLYN MYSTERY. 
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OONFESSION OF A MINISTER. 


RATHER TARDY JUSTICE TO MEN HB 
DENOUNCED AS LIARS. 

Boston, July 12.—A singular story of 
moral tnrpitude and ultimate reparation of 
wrong comes from Leominster. Four yeard 
ago the Rev. O. D. Kimball was Pastor of the 
Baptist church in that place and resigned his 
pastorate to go to West Newton. Shortly after 
he left singular stories of unclerical conduct 
began te cireulate and these finally culminated 
in direct charges breught by three young men, 
two of them married, to the effect that the Pas- 


tor’s conduct toward them had been of the most 
extraordipary desoription. * [Two other young 
a me came forward with stories of the same 
kind. 

The church became divided over the eontro- 
versy that ensued, and the five young mon whe 
made the charges were brought before a council 
of thechurch. A sort of a star-chamber inves- 
tigation resulted in dismissal from the chureh of 
the accusers and the exoneration of the Rev. 
Mr. Kimball, who indignantly denied that he 
was in thought or in deed guilty of the conduct 
eharged against him. Thus the matter appar- 
ently ended. Mr. Kimball and his wife, a charm- 
i)g woman, were supposed to be happily settled 
at West Newton. 

This evening, however, the seandal was re- 
Vived in an unexpected fashion to all but a very 
few in the confidence of the former Pastor. This 
revival came in the shape of a full confes- 
sion from the Rey. Mr. Kimball, a confession 
made and reiterated in three letters to his for- 
mer parishioners and read at the regular meet- 
ing of the church this evening. In these let- 
ters Mr. Kimball deciares that those who are 
charged with villifying him, and who were 
turned from the church on the belief that they 
were dealers in falsehood should now be ab- 
solved from all sensure, and that he was in 
truth guilty of that with which he was charged. 

He anueunces that he has left the ministry, 
has left West Newton, and left his family, but 
whether temporarily or permanently cannot be 


-| determined. He says he has gone to New-York 


State, and gives an address to which letters may 
be forwarded, He says that he has carried the 
burden of his guilt se long thatit has become 
unendurable, and he urges reconciliation be- 
tween the cliques in the chureh growing out of 

is misdemeanors and, of course, asks for- 
giveness. At West Newton this confes- 
sion is regarded as the acme of 
all that is goed, true, and noble, but 
just how it will benefit the disciplined members 
of four years ago, who have since departed from 
Leominster, is not very clear. Mr. Kimball’s 
wife and two children, thus deserted and with 
their father’s name irretrievably stained, are 
deserving objects of sympathy. Kimball is 
described as a tall, well-formed man, a pro- 
nounced blonde, and wears light side whiskers.

A WAR OF RAOES AVERTED. 


WHAT CAUSED THE TROUBLE IN AR- 
KANSAS. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 12.—Reports from 
Crittenden County, Ark., give reason to hupe 
that the threatened war of races may be 
averted. The evidence is growing that the 
threatening letters sent to the whites, ordering 
them to leave within five days, were 
written in the interest of sorrupt negro 
officials, who are about to be put on 
trial for their crimes, and are not 
approved by the mass of the colored people. 
There isno doubt, however, that many negroes 
have been induced to arm themselves in conse- 


quence of the inflammable appeals made to 
them by the corrupt leaders, and, as the country 
is now fail of armed white men, the situation 
does not as yet assure a peaceful solution of 
the trouble. 

A party of whites went to Marion, the county 
seat, to-day and ordered D, W. Lewis, the nero 
County Judge and his Deputies to leave at once. 
The same notice was given to eight others 
who belonged to the corrupt ring that 
has been ruling the county for years. 
The exiles were placed im a wagon and 
taken to the Mississippi River, and then 
shipped to this city by beats. No violence was 
done them, but they were given to understand 
that the climate of Crittenden would be un- 
wholesome for them henceforth. The intimida- 
tion practiced by these negro leaders has not been 
eonfined tothe whites, The Rev. Mr. Robinson, a 
eolored minister livingnear Marien, has also re- 
ceived threatening letters, and in other ways 
bas been menaced by the turbulent faction. 
They owe him a grudge because he and the 
members of his congregation have opposed the 
corruptionists and stood by the whites in at- 
tempts to give the country a decent administra- 
tion of affairs. 

The persons who have had most to do with or- 
ganizing the negroes for an offensive campaign 
are York, Byers, and Jim Devers. The tormer 
is a defeated candidate for Sheriff and the com- 
mander of a military company of 200 men who 
are sald to be entirely under his control. Devers 
is Lieutenant of the company. They 
have concealed themselves somewhere in 
the woods. In oase they are caught a 
lynching is probable. Along the line of the 
ansas City and Bald Knob Railroad not a negro 
Man can be seen at work in the flelds. Only 
women and childrén are visibie. The men have 
retired to places of refuge until the storm 
shall have blown over. Their fears are groundless 
nowever, for the whites do not inten’ to injure 
any except such as are found under arms. Tiey 
cannot afferd te drive the negroes out of the 
county, even if they wanted to. Their lavor is 
indispensable.

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FIRENZI WINS A CUP RACE 


DEFEATING BOTH ELEWOOD 
AND EURUS. 

THE ICE OF BAD LUCK BROKEN FOR 
THE HAGGIN STABLE—SIX OTYER 
@OOD RACES AT MONMOUTH. 

Although The Bard did not startin the 
race for the Monmouth Cup at Monmouth Park 
yesterday, yot the race was a good one, and 
fully repaia the thousands who went to Mon- 
mouth Park for their trip. The reason The 

Bard dia not start was because Mr. Huggins, 

who trains the horses in Mr. Cassatt’s stable, 

believed that Eurus, that wonderfully speedy 
but particularly roguish son of Eolus, was 
fully able to oapture tne cup, for he 
has proved to be more amenable to hand- 
ling this year than ever before. But 

Eurus was a decided rogue yesterday, and he 

would not run even a little bit to gratify the 

hopes and expectations of his trainer. The 
public had as much faith in Eurus as his trainer 

did, apparently, for it backed him so well that 

he was the favorite in the books, and a strong 

one, Eikwood and Firenzi, who Started against 
him, being on even terms as a@ second oholce. 

Hayward had the mount on Eurus, Martin was 

again in Elkwood’s saddle, and Garrison piloted 

Firenzi to victory. That the latter should have 

‘won was really a source of satisfaction to the 

throng whe saw the race and who were toa 

man giad to see the popular Haggin Stable pull 
off a prize once more. That it may Be a break in 


the run of bad luck which the stable has been 
eltruggiing against of late, every one hopes. In 
this connection it may be well to state that 
“Snapper” Garrison denies absolutely the re- 

orts that have been flying about to the effect 
hat he is to sever his connection with the Hag- 
gin Stable. Hesays he has no idea of doing 
anything of the kiud, but that, on the contrary, 
he would be delighted to believe that he ceuld 
remain with them for another year, as he has 
certainly never worked for auy owners by whom 
be has been so well treated as by the Meegsra. 
paces. “The stable has been unfortunate,” 

e said, “for the horses don’t seem to be able to 
fulfill the expectations of the owners or trainers, 
I have tried to win with them, I’m sure, and 
believed I could do it. It may have been my 
fau:t that the stable has lost some races, for all 
jockeys are liable to make mistakes, but the ice 
will break pretty soon and the stable will cer- 
tainly get into good winning form before the 
season is ended.” . 

This cunversation wan had with a TIMES re- 
porter ion the paddock just after the first race 
wasrun. The ice was broken after the cup 
race, and that Firenzi won it was certainly due 
as much to the Snapper’sa riding as it was to the 
filly. Garrison never rede with better judg- 
ment. Shortly after the horses were sent on 
their journey by Mr. Caldwell, Hayward sent 
Eurus out to the front just as he is im the habit 
of riding The Bard. Eurus at once began to get 
rougish, and when, after making the first turn 
and swinging into the home streteh, he un- 
derte.k to run into the rails, every 
one ef the hundreds who had backed 

im felt morally certain that their money bet on 

im had been thrown away. But Hayward kept 

im from runniug into the fence, and when the 
trio of racers passed the judges’ stand the first 

ime Eurus was a length and a half in front ef 
Eikweod, who was four lengths ahead of 

irenzi. Bo they ran : ntil a mile and a quarter 
of the journey had been covered. Then, as the 
tarn was reached, Martin sent filkwood to the 
front. Garrison began riding Firenzi also, and 
before the head of the stretch was reached 
Eurus was last, and Firenzi was in second place 
only a length behind Elkwood. 

Then came the duel between the two leaders. 
A good fight it was, too, but in the end, thanks 
to a wonderfully good exhibition of Garrison’s 
horsemanship, he forced Firenzi to the front 
with ene of the rushes so thoroughly character- 
iatic of him and wontherace. He wonit by 
only a half length, however, for Elkwood was 
game to the end, and, perhaps, with a more vig- 
orous jockey than Martin can be he might have 
won. Eurus, who thinks it necessary to swerve 
every time he reaches the home stretoh, did it 
again just at the end, and though Hayward did 
all he could to make him win, Eurus was eight 
lengths behind Elk wood at the finish, and so the 
honor of the third cup of the year in the East 
did not go to the Chesterbrook Stable, but to a 
California stable instead. 

There was very little betting in the straight 
books on the opening dash aside from that on 
Lady Primrose. The odds against Mr. Belmont’s 
tilly opened at 2to 1, not very attractive, cer- 
tainly, considering the large fleld and the quality 
of the sprinters opposed to her. But so mueh 
was she fancied that even these odds were taken 

uickly, and Lady Primrose went to the post at 

to 5. In the place betting there was no horse 
that did not have some follewing, no matter 
how small, the most hked of the lot 
being Prait, with McLaughlin in the sad- 
die. Fred B., Bess, Sir Joseph, and Grover 
Cleveland were all quoted at the same figure, 
and got »bout equal support. There were two 
or three faise breaks, and then the flag fell toa 
fairly good start, considering the field. Lady 
Primrose was in frontarnd Piratein the rear. 
Next to Lady Primrose at the send-off were 
Fred B., B»4+, Brait, Niagara, and Sir Joseph in 
the order natsed. Before running a furlong 
Garrison had sent Fred B. into the lead, and 
with Lady Primrose lappedon him and Brait 
and Bess within alength of Mr. Belmont’s filly, 
the lot passed the half and began thetura. At 
this point Lady Primrose fell back to fifth place, 
and entering the stretch Brait was in second 
place, a length behind Fred B., Her Lilyship,

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THE MORRIS PLAINS INVESTIGATION 
NEARING ITS OLOSE. 

The New-Jersey State legislative com- 
mittee resumed yesterday morning its consida- 
eration of the cnarges brought @gainst the 
management of the Morris Plains Insane Asy- 
lum in the manager’s room’ of the asylum 
building, at Morris Plains. The taking of 
rebuttal testimony was continued, and the evi- 
denee adduced by the Various witaesses, the 


}‘greater number of whom were wholesale butch- 


ers and grocers who had supplied the asylum 
fora long time with provisions, went to show 
that the meat furnished, with the exception of 
a few pieces which had been bruised and the 


bruises trimmed, had been good and had been 
purchased by the Warden at the lowest figures 
Whioh would assure such méat. The witnesses 
were unanimous in their statements that tho 
Warden had received no commissions from 
them, Mra, Elmira Gregory, who had been ein- 

loyed in the kitchen for six years, said that to 

er knowledge the food had always been geod 
and properly cooked. 

Mrs. Monroe, the wife of the Warden, then 
went on the stand and read a detailed statement 
which showed that during the two years pre- 
vious to May 1 she had been an officer of the in- 
stitution, superintending ba sag sage the kitchen. 
This place, she said, had been in bad condition 
until the Summer of 1886. The food was pro 
erly prepared and was good. She had superin- 
tended the special diets, and whon complaints 
about them were made, on investigation she in- 
variably found that the mistakes had been due 
to the carelessness of the physicians in making 
out their orders. She had appropriated none 
of the State’s property for her own use, as was 
alleged. Warden Monroe then took the stand, 
also reading a statement. Complaints as to 
food he usually found were in reference to 
special diets, and when investigated were 
found to be due to the neglect of the physicians 
to notify the kitehen of an increase in pationts 
im their respective wards. He visited tho 
kitchen regularly. In closing he stated that the 
entire arrangements in the asylum for vooking 
were insufficient for the quantity ef food pre- 
pared. His relations with Dr. Booth were 
friendly, he said, up to the time Dr, Russell 
left, when it became evident to him that he was 
fighting against a conspiracy.. One thing he 
mentioned fully arrested the attention of the 
committee. It was that he -had once inter- 
cepted some roast. beef into which tallow 
candles had been driven. 

The Warden was followed by Judge W. 8. 
Banta, ® member of the Boafdof Managers, 
who gave a brief outline ofthe trouble at the 
asylum, The committee then adjourned,to next 
pas geen f when it is thought that the investi- 
gation wil be brought to a close, , . 

An instance of the strong feeling lying under- 
neath the investigation’ oecurred in the after- 
noon as the investigating party approached the 
special car. One of the witnesses, John 
Lyons, who had been upon the stand during the 
afternoon-and who had brought acousations 
against the Wardesa, was prevented from enter- 
ing the car by Charles A Fischer, one of the 
Warden’s officers. An altercation took place, 
and Senator Griggs, hearing it, came out of the 
car, and on learning the trouble declared that 
as Lyons had been used as a witness he should 
ride in the car.

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Republican Senators continue to object 
to the candid phraseology-of the President’s 
messages vetoing private pension bills and 
even to his exercise of his own judgment 
and his-constitutional right in dealing with 
these measures. The tone and manner of 
the remarks of Gen. HAWLEY and Mr. 
_BLarg in yesterday’s ridiculous discussion 
show that they are conscious that the Pres- 
ident’s characterization of the doings of 
Congress in this kind of legislation is de- 
served. His words sting because they are 
true. The peopleadmire candor and courage, 
and there is no better campaign material 
for the President than these same veto 
messages. The buzzing and snapping of 
the Senators at the President while he 
calmly pursues the line of his duty as he 
sees it will do their party no good, and the 
less they circulate their reports and speeches 
on this subject the better for them. The 
President is right in this matter and the 
people will be with him every time. Sena- 
ters may be ‘‘nettled and stung with pis- 
mires” when they think of him and his 
vetoes, but the common sense of the coun- 
try will applaud him:and laugh at them 
and‘their humbug pretensions to dignity. 








The statement of Senator GEORGE in his' 
speech.on the fisheries treaty that the open 
debate was not intended to be a fair con- 
sideration of the merits of the treaty with 
a view to intelligent and just action, but 
that its fate had been decreed in advance 
by secret-caucus, isa shameful truth. The 
Republican Senators have been dealing 
with a solemn compact intended to 
settle an international: difficulty of grea‘ 
moment in the spirit of reckless dem- 
agugues. They decide in advance against 
it because it was negotiated by authority 
of a Democratic President and would confer 
prestige upon his Administration if ratified, 
and they hope by misrepresenting its pro- 
visions and slandering the motives of the 
negotiators to work upon prejudices and 
passions to party advantage. Are the peo- 
ple of this country so shajlow and so un- 
reasoning as these miserable politicians are 
constantly assuming? 











The cotton planters and packers of the 
South are uneasy because the manufact- 
urers of the bagging with which baled cot- 
ton is covered have formed a combination. 
The tariff duty on cotton bagging is 54 per 
cent. Under the shelter of this tax the 
manufacturers propose to control the mar- 
ket and put up prices. Tho Tribune states 
that this is their intention, but does not 
suggest that they should be restrained by a 
reduction of the duty. Some of the South- 
ern’ merchants who are now denouncing 
this “combine” complained bitterly -last 
Winter when it was proposed in Congress 
that the sale of sham lard should be regu- 
lated so as to protect consumers. The Cot- 
tenseed Oi! Trust feared that any attempt 
to prevent the fraudulent sale of adulterat-. 
ed lard would narrow the market for cotton- 
seed oil. Enormous quantities of this oil are 
used by some of the lardmakers. These 
merchants asserted that the proposed legis- 
Jation would greatly injure a Southern 
industry, and by their protests gave aid 
and comfort to the Trust. Now they are 
about to be squeezed by anotherrimg, which 
is practically a Trust. In the course of 
time they will learn that their interests 
and those of the whole people are not ad- 
vanced by the operations of any ring whose 
purpose is to prevent competition. 
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If American pluck and ingenuity car sell 
boiler tubes made of English steel in the 
English market, after paying freight both 
ways and 10 per cent. on the raw material, 
it is pretty plain that that industry can 
manage itself better than Congress can 
manageit. That is what the Tyler Tube 
Works of Boston have just done, having 
shipped 600 boiler tubes to the Babcock 
& Wilcox Company, Glasgow. But this 
’ js only one part of the story. Without 

‘the 10 per cent. which the Government re- 

tains on imported goods when they are re- 
| wsported, of course the American manti- 


a 


facturers would be by just so much better 
able to compete in foreign markets, With- 
out the 45 per cent, (at present prices) that 
must bé paid on the same steel when used 
for goods sold in this country, they could be 
sold justso much cheaper here, the quan- 
tity made would increase, more labor would 
be employed, and every one would be bene- 
fited—in short, the exactly opposite effect 
would be secured from that produced by a 
** protective tariff.” 

It certainly seems as if the view taken of 
the Mackenzie case by our London corre- 
spondent was the correct one. It is natural 
enough that a party of German doctors 
should ghow a spiteful disposition toward 
a foreign doctor who. has superseded them 
in the charge of an important case in which 
the King of their country was the patient. 
It is not natural that the press and the pub- 
lic should take up their twaddle and discuss 
it and pretend to be greatly impressed 
by it, unless there was some motive 
at work, presumably political. It is 
scarcely credible that there should be 
any design to annul the succession of 
FREDERICK to the throne, or to invalidate 
the acts,of government done during his 
reign. That would create an appalling 
amount of confusion in the ordinary affairs 
of life, and it could have no motive except 
to deprive Victoria of the honors and emol- 
uments of an Empress Dowager. Thisis by 
no means an adequate motive, unless the 
young Emperor is even more outrageously 
brutal in disposition than we have 
reason to believe.. Even in that case it is 
to be assumed that Prince BISMARCK 
would do his utmost to prevent him from 
beginning his reign with such a scandal as 
a public persecution of his own mother. 
But however that may be, there must be 
some object in the importance attached by 
the organs of the Government to the dis- 
agreement of the doctors about the treat-- 
ment of the late Emperor’s malady. 








The French are finding trouble in extend- 
ing their sway in Tahiti; and having been 
unable to carry their point ‘by amicable 
nogotiations, have now resorted to the 
process of shelling the native villages. It 
is said that this course was taken as a pun- 
ishment for an attack upona launch be- 
Jonging to a French war ship; but it is 
practically a part of the execution of the 
purpose to reduce the whole group to the 
sway of the ruler whois the French repre- 
sentative. The protectorate of France at 
Tahiti was long ago acknowledged, and the 
station is one of the most important that 
she has in the Pacific; but a portion of the 
islands have always insisted that-they had 
stipulations for an independent govern- 
ment, and have declared that they would 
fight for this right. Of-course they will 
quickly be reduced to subjection by ‘the 
French, having no means of resisting the 
attacks of a war vessel. 








THE AQUEDUCT SCANDAL. 

The more this wretched aqueduct scandal 
is probed the worse it appears. It is evi- 
dent that on account of the favoritism 
shown to certain contractors in awarding 
and arranging contracts, in allowances for 
extra excavation, in permitting expensive 
masonry where it was not needed, and 1n so 
relaxing inspection as to allow defective 
work to be done, the cost of the aqueduct 


‘has been materially increased, while its 


character will fall far below what it would 
have,been under competent and honest 
management. Someofthe evil, notably that 
involved in the letting of contracts, was 
done before the reorganization of the com- 
mission. But the dropping of the Mayor 
and Controller and the addition of the 
three political Commissioners led to a de- 
moralization to which is to be attributed 
the lax and incompetent inspection that 
permitted such an enormous amount of de- 
fective work. . Mr. Fish has confessed that 
the change was induced by politics and 
nothing else, and the result is plain in the 
appointment of incompetent inspectors and 
engineers. The contractors having been 
instrumental in making and carrying out 
the deal of 1886, have had their reward in 
the favorable decisions upon excavation 
and rubble masonry, which added largely 
to their profits. 

Secretary McCULLOH was removed at the 
dictation of the contractors because he was 
too watchfuland exacting. Mr. SHEEHAN 
was appointed in return for the part his 
brother took in passing the Reorganization 
bill. The cost of construction has been 
largely increased, the quality of the work 
has degonerated, the expense of acquiring 
lands has been enhanced, the administra- 
tive expenses of the commission have been 
greatly added to, and the general supervis- 
ion of the work has deteriorated, as 
a direct consequence of the reorgani- 
zation. In short, the bulk of the jobbery 
and the mischief has been due to the infa- 
‘mous deal through which the commission 
was reorganized and the whole concern 
thrown into politics. Out of that grew the 
scandal which is now being uncovered. 
This fact was so far revealed before 
the Legislature adjourned as to make 
it the duty of that body to make such 
amends as was in its power by undoing the 
work of 1886. If Messrs. FisH, BAaRNEs, 
and Ripeway were stricken from the com- 
mission and the Mayor and Controller re-

These may be bitter reminders and ill cal- 
culated to indute the Governor to recom- 
mend the undoing of a great wrong. That 
depends on whether he has honesty and 
courage enough to admit that it was a great 
_wrong and that he contributed to it, wit- 
tingly or unwittingly, and is desirous of do- 
ing what may lie in his power to make 
amends and set himself right before the peo-

the part which he took in the bad business 
of 1886 was deliberate and intentional, be- 
cause he does not regret it or care to make 
any atonement, and because he is capable of 
justifying it and doing the same thing 
again.

THE SENATORS AND THEIR PARTY. 
As we have already remarked, it is not 
impossible that there may be found two or 
three Republican Senators with sense and 
patriotism enough to secure the passage 
of the Tariff Reform bill in the Senate with 
only such amendments as the friends of the 
measure could accept. It is well known 
that several of the Republican Senators 
are sorely vexed with the way in 
which the bill has been treated by 
their fellow-Republicans in the House, 
and are still more vexed with the dicta- 
tion of an extreme and utterly imprac- 
ticable policy at Chicago. There are, more- 
over, at least two disappointed aspirants 
for the nomination in the Senate, and two 
of them felt at one time very sure of get- 
ting it. Both of these, Mr. ALLISON and 
Mr. SHERMAN, have in their day been in 
‘favor of a reduction of the tariff ata time 
when there wasno such popular demand 
for itas there is now, and when this de- 
mand was not reinforced by the existence 
of an enormous surplus revenue in the 
Treasury. Though neither of these is now 
likely to kick over the party traces, it is 
plain that they could not resist all reduc- 
tion with any great degree of earnestness 
or without exposing themselves to galling 
criticism from their Democratic friends. 
Neither of them, nor, we should say, any 
Senator of any importance in the. party— 
with the possible exception of Messrs. 
Evarts and Hiscock, who are capable of 
almost anything—could obey the order of 
the convention to reduce the revenue by 
prohibitory tariff rates and to repeal tho 
‘entire internal revenue tax rather than sur- 
render any part of the protective scheme. 
It is plain, however, that if,the party 
programme is not to be carried out, if there 
is tobe any abandonment’ of the position 
taken by the Republicans in the House, 
something like the Mills bill stands an ex- 
tremely good chance of being accepted as 
an alternative. Itis in itself a very mod- 
erate bill. There is not a single revolution- 
ary provision in it. The additions to the 
free list, with the exception of wool, will 
have very little direct influence on any in- 
dustry. The reductions in the main are 
merely pruning that would actually stim- 
ulate the growth of the interests affected. 
They touch only the excess of taxation 
that was never intended and that has been 
made excessive by changes in business, the 
extension and improyement of machinery, 
and the fallin prices. We believe that if a 
convention of manufacturers could be 
called and the question could be divested 
of partisan prejudice a large majority of 
them would accept the Mills bill just as it 
stands. Probably the most serious stum- 
bling block in the way of an agreement in 
the Senate would be free wool, since it is 
not certain that all the Democrats would 
sustain that. But the expediency as well 
as thé justice of free wool is making its 
way most remarkably in the public mind. 
The woolen manufacturers are restrained 
from advocating it only by the fear that it 
will break down the system on which they 
think that they depend, and a considerable 
number of them have thrown off this re- 
straint. Weshould hardly look to see any. 
compromise on this provision, but we 
should not be surprised to see it accepted. 
Of course all the resources of party dis- 
cipline would be brought to bear to keep 
all the Republican Senators in line, but if 
that should fail as to two or three the 
game would be up. And it must be re- 
membered that party discipline is not what 
‘it was in the Republican Party. A good 
many have broken loose from it within 
four years, and the Senators, in particular, 
occupy a very different position from that 
of four or even two years agv. With 2 
Republican Administration and the spoils 
system in full swing, the Senators largely 
ruled the party.. They controlled the 
patronage, and the path to favor and ad- 
vancement and often to fortune lay through 
their co-operation. When the Republicans 
lost the Administration the Senators, in- 
trenched behind the executive sessions, 
kept their old importance in their own 
estimation and undertook to’ “ break 
down” Mr. CLEVELAND, and to force him 
into a discredited and humiliating position. 
They failed, first, because Mr. CLEVELAND 
had too much firmness and self-respect to : 
yield, and, second, because the great body - 
of the people were with him and not with 
the Senators. It is not to be denied 
that this experience has loosened the 
bonds of party disciplinein the Sen- 
ate. A notable number of Repub- 
lican Senators have shown signs . of. 
weariness. at the weight of the party)

termined effort to enforce blind ohedience 
in the effort to defeat the appointment of 
Mr, Lamar to the Supreme Court failed 
signally. The Senate has come ¥ery near a 
like experience with the whole system of 
secret sessions—which is the key to their 
defensive position—and several of them feel 
yery keenly the annoyances to which they 
are subjected, with no corresponding ad- 
vantage. The arrival of the Mills bill in 
the Senate will subject the party ties to a 
severe strain. To reject it entirely or to 
propose extreme amendments that will be 
equivalent to its rejection can be dono only 
in obedience to the dictates of the leaders 
in the House and in the name, not really in 
the interest, of the party. The obstinate 
reactionary Bourbon policy that has been 
forced on the party in the House, chiefly 
because of the incapacity of the leaders 
there, is known to the more intelligent Sen- 
ators to be very dangerous, if not fatal, to 
the party. The argument in its favor is 
only that it is risky to ‘‘swap horses cross- 
ing a stream,” butif afew of the Senators 
shall make up their minds that the worn- 
out jade on which the Republicans of the 
House have mounted the party cannot get 
across anyway, this argument would not 
convince, 


AMERICAN MAIL SUBSIDIES. 

‘The attempt of the Senate to smug- 
gle a shipping subsidy into the Post Of- 
fice Appropriation bill, under the guise of 
payment for carrying the mails, may serve 
to recall our past experience with that sort 
of legislation. . The record vf previous 
schemes‘of this kind “to build up Ameri- 
can commerce,” ‘‘restore the American flag 
to the sea,” &c., is nut exactly one to point 
to with pride, or to give mach encourage- 
ment to the promoters of thepresent under- 
taking. 

The policy of granting subsidies to 
American shipowners was first formu- 
lated in 1841. Senator ButrerR Kine of 
Georgia in that year brought in an elaborate 
report advocating the appropriation of a 
million dollars a year to establish and main- 
tain American packet lines. His resolutions 
were adopted, and it was of them that 
Tuomas H. BeNTOoN wrote in 1851—long 
before the days of the Pacific Mail corrup- 
tion and scandal: ‘‘ This resolution laid the 
foundation for those annual enormous ap- 
propriations for private~lines of ocean 
steamers which have subjected many mem- 
bers of Congress to such odious imputations, 
and which have taken and are taking so 
many millions of the publicmoney to enable 
individnals to break down competition and 
enrich themselves at public expense.” 

In 1845 the Postmaster-General was au- 
thorized to contract for lines of: »scean 
steamers which, in his iudgment, would be 
desirable. He entered into contract with 
EpWarpD Mics for the establishment of 
a line between New-York, Bremen, and 
Havre. The service was to be performed 
in four vessels, making twenty yearly trips, 
and the subsidy was to be $400,000 a year. 
Another contract, with E. K. CoLtrns, 
called for a similar service to Liverpool, 
with a subsidy of $385,000. Contracts 
were also made for carrying the mails 
to New-Orleans, Panama, California, and 
Oregon, with payments of $489,000 yearly. 
Sothat BuTLER KINGQ@’s million-dollar plan 
was already left in the rear in 1845. Con- 
gress approved these contracts, and even 
advanced moncy on them to help build the 
ships. The Bremen line began to runin 
1847, the California line in 1848, and the 
Liverpool line in 1850. But these subs:dies, 
like true daughters of the horse leech, kept 
increasing their demands and swelling the 
public burdens. In 1852 the subsidy of 
the Collins line alone amounted to $858,- 
000, and still the cry was for more. But 
protests were beginning to be heard, and 
continually grew louder. The great agri- 
cultural interests of the West and South 
pronounced vigorously against the whole 
scheme, and in 1855 Congress voted that 
appropriations for shipping subsidies should 
be discontinued. 

In 1864 the thing was given a now life. 
A law of that year gave an annual subsidy 
of $150,000 te CoRNELIUS GARRISON’S line 
of steamers to Brazil, the contract to run for 
ten years. This was done, of course, in the 
name of American commerce, the particular 
object being declared to be to increase our 
exports to South’America. What the re- 
sult was Senator KERNAN showed in his 
speech of Feb. 12,1881. For the ten years 
prior to the granting of the subsidy our 
exports to Brazil averaged $5,713,000 a 
year; for the ten years of the subsidy the 
average was $6,346,000. That the subsidy 
had little to do with this slight increase is 








f shown by the fact that the gain after the 


expiration of the subsidy was much greater, 
the exports for the next two years averag- 
ing $7,463,600. More than that, the és- 
tablishment of this favored line broke down 
competition and completely drove off some 
lines of sailing vessels. This was attended 
with nolasting reductien in the rates of 
transportation. In fact, rates were then, 
under this famous subsidy for the benefit 
of American merchants, three times what 
they ‘are now, under free competition. And 
while the exports, as we have seen, in- 
creased one-eighth, the ridiculous failure 
in evening up our trade with Brazil 
may be secn in the fact that, during the 
same period, our imports were doubled. 
Indeed; the advocates of subsidies admit all 
this and acknowledge that the experiment 
was a fiasco. Itis only the coming subsidy 
that is to be unselfishly administered and to 
result in such blessings to everybody. 

There is no need of dwelling on the Pa- 
cific Mail subsidy of 1872. Tho odor of 
that jobbery is scarcely out of our nostrils 


-yet. We all remember the great popular 


outcry attending tho investigation of 1875, 
resulting in the almost unanimous vote of 
Congress to annul the contracts on account 
of fraud. Even the Tribune cailed this ex- 
emplification of its present ideas ‘‘a wanton 
theft of $500,000,” ‘ under the plea of sus- 
taining American commerce,” and the same 
newspaper indicated the kind of Congres- 
sional, debauch it would now like to bring 
about again whenit said: “It has been 
abandautly proved that a million dollars, 
more or less, has been spent by the Pacific 
Mail Company to get its subsidy passed.”

an embarrassing legacy to the present Ad- 
ministration, calling for the payment of 
$400,000 to lines running to Contral and 
Sonth America, was so clumsily drawn 
that, as Mr. Vitas showed, it could not be 
enforced, without gross favoritism or 
grosser injustice. The whole matter was 
discussed in the next Congress, where the 
action of the Postmaster-General was ap- 
proved, and the subsidy was not renewed. 
How baseless are the charges made against 
the party now in power of hostility to the 
lines of steamers plying between the United 
States and South American ports may be 
seen by a simple statement of the facts. 
These lines are paid as much as is possible 
under existing laws. The President of the 
American and Brazil Company admits this 
explicitly. The yearly amounts they have 
received under the present Administration 
are about three times as great as they were 
paid during seven foregoing years of Re- 
publican rule. In 1886, for carrying one- 
tenth of all American foreign mails, they 
received one-fourth of the.entire appropri- 
ation for the ocean mails service. One 
other fact. In 1886 our Government paid 
$51,416 for carrying the mails to Central 
and South America, Canada, and Newfound- 
land. Thisis an amount nearly as large, 
absolutely, as the sum which England paid 
fora similar service, and, relatively to the 
amount of mail carried and the number of 
trips made, very much larger. 








PRICES OF TRUST SUGAR. 

Sugar costs more now than it did last Sat- 
urday, and there are indications that the 
Trust will continue to raise the price. The 
quotations published this morning show 
that since Saturday the advance in granu- 
lated has been °, to 7-16 of a cent, in coffee 
A standard 3g to ly, and in cut loaf and 
crushed 4. In the same period there has 
been a slight advance in the reported cost 
of the Trust’sraw material. ‘‘ Fair refining” 
is 1g to 3-16 higher, and the addition in the 
case of “centrifugal” is 14 to 5-16. These 
advances, it will be seen, do not warrant 
the Trust’s addition to the prices of the 
sugar which it sells. 

But comparisons should be made between 
the prices of to-day and those of last Octo- 
ber, when the unlawful and oppressive 
combination was formed. The changes in 
the prices of the Trust’s raw material, as 
shown by the published quotations, have 
been as follows:

These figures show how the prices of 
sugar have been pushed up by the Trust, 
not because of a corresponding advance in 
the cost of raw sugar, but in order that the 
ring’s profits might be greatly increased at 
the expense of comsumers, who must buy its 
sugar or buy none. An advance of 1 cent a 
pound in the cost of the annual supply of 
sugar for this country is equal to about 
$31,000,000. 








THE HARTI CASE. 

It is very much indeed to be regretted 
that the Recorder found it to be his duty to 
discharge the conspirators against HARTT. 
The man was persecuted in the most syste- 
matic and most shameful mdnner because 
he courageously and honestly looked out 
for the interests of the employers in whose 
shop he was foreman, and discharged a 
workman for attempting to swindle them 
by means of false accounts. The case 
is thus not in its origin an ordi- 
nary trade dispute over hours and 
wages. The question at. issue was 
simply whether organized labor should 
be allowed to become organized larceny. If 
HARTT’s employers had done their duty by 
him as he did his by them they would 
have faced a strike in so good a cause in- 
stead of complying with the impudent de- 
mand of the workmen for the discharge of 
a faithful foreman. But after the employers 
had weakly yielded, the spite of the con- 
spirators didnot stop. They pursued the 
man to other cities in which he was trying 
to earn his living by working at his trade 
and prevented him from doing so. What 
they would have inflicted upon him if they 
could have had their way was death by 
starvation. 

How any Judge can detect any extenu- 
ating circumstances in this recitals more 
than we can see. It istrue that the District 
Attorney joined the counsel! for the prisoners 
in asking that their sentence be suspended, 
and that, under ordinary circumstances, 
such an application would be entitled to 
great weight. But itis to be borne in mind 
that the District Attorney at present is Col. 
FELLOWS, whose interest in the ‘labor 
vote,” or in any other vote, is far greater 
than his interest in doing his official duty. 
The Recorder has often shown that he does 
not goin fear of any part of the criminal 
classes, but his decision is none the less to 
be deplored, since it will be taken by persons 
of a spiteful and criminal turn of mind to 
indicate that they can make and carry out 
plots to deprive a man of his livelihood 
provided they do not use any physical vio- 
lence during the operation. 

The only point raised by the counsel for 
the prisoners in mitigation of their offense 
was this, that they used no violence; but it 
is precisely this inipression that conspiracy 
is not criminal unless it be accompanied 


‘with violence of which it is necessary to 


disabuse conspirators. The insidious and 
dangerous character of the ‘‘ boycott” is 
The 
principle involved in this case had already 
arisen in the boycott. of Tuxriss. In that 
case Judge BARRETT vindicated the law 
by sending the offenders to prison, so that 
since that time there has been no excuse, 
if there was any before, for ignorance that 
@ conspiracy to prevent a man from 
exercising a lawful business is criminal 
whether the conspiracy is carried on by 
assault and battery or only by intimida- 
tion. This case of Hartt is so particularly 
atrocious and has been so widely published 
that the discharge of the prisoners can 


acarcely fail to make more work for the

courts, The exemplary effect of the trial | 


upon the class of men who most 
need the example will be nothing, un- 
less, indeed, the result directly encour- 
ages them to repeat the crimes which 
these men have committed with impunity. 
There is another aspect in which the 
example is worth considering, and that is 
its effect upon men in the position of HaRTT. 
When such men are notified that by doing 
their full duty to their employers they run 
the risk of being persecuted by the workmen 
whose offenses they punish, and abandoned 
by the employer whose interest they defend, 
and that the law will do nothing to avenge 
them, even though the persecution follows 
them wherever they go, it is not to be ex- 
pecfed that the zeal of many of them will 
be very active. 





A striking difference between the Mex- 
ican system of popular elections and our 
own is indicated by the recent news stat- 
ing that the Electoral Colleges met the other 
day and voted ‘‘for President, three mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court, members of 
Congress, and one Senator in each State.” 
So far as the President is concerned, the 
machinery is the same as ours, with the ex- 
ception that we have a long interval be- 
tween the popular voting and the meeting 
of the Electoral College, while Mexico 
puts the interval between the latter form- 
ality and the inauguration of the Presi- 
dent chosen. But the choice of both 
branches of Congress by the same interme- 
diate machinery of an Electoral College is 
far from being an improvement on our plan. 
It is palpable that it furnishes the readiest 
means possible for briber¥ and intrigue. 
The candidates for President: are widely 
known, and the views of electors regarding 
them are made known by their votes. But 
with the Senators and the Representatives 
in Congress this may not at all be the case. 
On this point the people in voting for Elect- 
ors may be voting in entire ignorance, and 
it is said that in some cases Congressmen 
are chosen by these Electoral boards who 
were not even known to be aspirants for the 
honor.

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GEN. HARRISON TALKS. 


FOUR INDIANA DELEGATIONS CALL UPON 
AND LISTEN TO HIM. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 12.—This was a 
busy day with Gen. Harrison. About 10 o’clock 
he came tothe New Denison House, where he 
remained during the greater part of the day 
receiving delegates in the parlors. The time 
previous to the arrival of delegations was spent 
in comversation with friends at Republican 
headquarters. Just before 12 o’clock the first 
delegation arrived. It was a committee trom 
John A. Logan Post, No. 199, G. A. R., from 


North Manchester, Wabash County, and came 
te invite Gen. Harrisonto attend a reunion of 
soldiers to be held at that place Aug. 22 and 23. 
At their head was Shelby Sexton, Senior Vice- 
Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic 
for Indiana, and the Rev. R. J. Parrott. The 
latter delivered a short address. 

Gen. Harrison, in response, said: “ Comrades 
and gentlemen: Your request 1s one that ap- 
7 to me very strongly, and if it were singie 

should very promptly accede to it, but with- 
out being told you will readily understand that 
invitations of a kindred vature are coming to 
me evéry day, presented by individual comrades 
and committees, but more ey by writ- 
ten communieation. I have felt that if I open a 
doorin this direction it would be a very wide 
one, and I would either subject myself to the 
criticism of having favored particular localities 
or particular organizations to the negleet of 
others naving equal claims upon ms, I am 
therefore compelled to say tu you that it will be

After the North Manchester delegation had 
seen Gen. Harrison to-day a party from Wabash 
County numbering 71 was received.

In response to Mr. Cowgill’s remarks Gen. Har- 
rison said:

FRIENDS: In 1860 I was first a candidate 
before a convention for nomination to:a 
public office. Possibly some of these 
who are here to-day were in that con- 
vention. Wabash County presented, in the per- 
son of my friend and afterward comrade, Col. 
Charlies Parish, a candidate for the office 
which [I also sought, that of Reporter of 
the Decisions of the Supreme Coeurt of 
the State of Indiana. We had a friendly 
yet earnest contest before that convention, in 
which I succeeded. A little later in the cam- 
paign, as I was attempting to render to my 
party the service which my nomination seemed 
to imply, I visited your good county and re- 
ceived at your hands a welcome so demonstra- 
tive and cordial that I have always had a warm 
place in my heart for your people. 1 was then 
almost a boy in years and altogether a boy in 
pubjic life. Since then in campaigns in whieh I 
have had a personal interest and in very many 
more wherein I had only the general interest 
that you all had it has been my pleasure to visits 
your county. I can testify to the earnest, in- 
telligent, and devoted Republicanism of Wabash 
County.

HIRAM SIBLEY IS GATHERED 
TO HIS FATHERS. i 
THE MILLIONAIRE DIES AFTER A BRIEP 
STRUGGLE—HIS LIFE THE STORY OF 

A SELF-MADE MAN. 

Rocuester, N. Y., July 12.—Hiram 
Bibley, Rochester’s wealthiest and probably most 
widely-known citizen, died at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning after an illness ef only five days, 
at the age of 8l years. Up to last Sunday Mr. 
Sibley had enjoyed as good health as often falls 
‘to the lot of one so advanced in years. On 
Sunday night he was stricken with apoplexy. 
‘His family physician, Dr. T. C. White, was im- 
‘mediately summoned and found his aged patient 
tin @ very precarious condition. 

At 2 o'clock on Monday afternoon Mr. Sibley 
became unconacious and remained so on Monday 
‘and Tuesday, his death being momentarily 
‘expected. Tuesday night he rallied somewhat 
and experienced several lucid intervals during 
that night and on Wednesday, but the improve- 
‘mont was only temporary. This morning at an 
early hour he was visibly sinking, apd he 
‘expired at the time mentioned, 

The greatest interest has been manifested by 
Mr. Sibley’s townsmen in his illness, every par- 
ticle of information concerning it being eagerly 
discussed. The plans for the funeral have not 
yet been made public. No accurate estimate of 
‘the vast wealth Mr. Sibley leaves is obtainable. 
| His fortune has been variously at from $6,000,- 
-000 to $10,000,000. Besides his vast investment 


in the seed business here, he is known to have 
owned several valuable properties in New-¥ ork 
City, Buffalo, and elsewhere. Mr. Sibley leaves, 
besides his wife, one son, Hiram W. Sibley, and 
one daughter, Mrs. I. 8. Averell, residents of 
this city. 

Hiram Bibley was a typical self-made man. 
He started without a dollar, and by hard work 
and dauntiess energy he brought everything 
that he undertook to a successful issue. Various 
-enterprises engaged his attention, and for many 
years he occupied a large place in the public 
gaze. Of late, although not so widely known as 
formerly, he has presented the spectacle of a 
man long past threescore and ten directing 
large and varied interests with the vigor of one 
of half his years, and keeping his mina in con- 
stant and active use upon a multitude of mat- 
ters which only a strong, clear head could mas- 
ter. He died in harness, 

North Adams, Mass., was the home of the 
Sibieys, and there on Feb. 6, 1807, Hiram Sibley 
was born. His parents were of American birth, 
descended from English stock. They were 
sturdy, honest people, but too poor to give their 
chiliren more than the usuai country schooling. 
While yet a lad the subject of this sketch was 
apprenticed to a shoemaker. He did not like 
that trade, and at the age of 17 he went to Lima, 
in this State, where he entered a cotton factury. 
In the following year he was @ wool carder in 
the.shop in which Millard Fillmore then worked. 
Aé 21 he started a machine shop at the place 
now called Sibleyville, in Monroe County. At 
the end of 10 years he had built up such a large 
business that some one else wanted it enough to 
offer Mr. Sibley’s price for it. With money in 
his pocket and considerable experience he 
moved to Rochester, where he always afterward 
had his home. He there entered the banking 
aud realestate business and became so well 
-known and popular that at the end of five years 
‘he was elected Sheriff of Monroe County. That 
“was the only public office he ever held. 

' In 1850, when he had made a reputation as a 
sagacious business man, he was approached 
with a proposition that he aid in the organiza- 
tion of atelegraph company under the House 
patents. Finally he bought the patents, and in 
April, 1851, he organized the New-York and, 
Mississippi Valley Telegraph Printing Company. 
Before the end of that year he built 100 miles of 
‘line. He learned in the next two or three years 
‘that there were teo many companies in the 
‘fleld for any of them to make much money. 
' About $7,000,000 had been invested in 20 com- 
panies. in 1854, at about the time that his 
company leased the lines of the Lake Erie Com- 
pany, he met Ezra Cornell, who had valuable 
grants under the Morse patent and whoalso con- 
trolled the Erie and Michigan Company. They 
agreed to buy in the small companies, whose 
stockholders were glad to save anything and to 
join forces in alarge company. 

Thus was born the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, which was chartered by the Legis- 
latures of Wisconsin and New-York in the Spring 

‘of 1856. Mr. Sibley was its first President, and 

‘held that position until 1866, when his health 
failed and he retired for a long rest. In 1869 he 
resigned the Vice-Presidency to which he was 
elected when he relinquished the higher office, 
and withdrew from the company. From the be- 
ginning of his management the Western Union 
Company flourished. He perfected the system 
until it covered practically the country east of 
the Mississippi, and then looked for new fields. 
It occurred to him that a line might be extended 
to the Pacific. When he broached the subject to 
his fellow-Directors it met with acold reception. 
Mr. Sibley said: ‘Gentlemen, 1f you won’t join 
hands with me in this tuing, ’ll go.it alone.” 

In 1860 Mr. Sibley went to Washington with 
. his transcontinental project. Howell Cobb, Seo- 
‘ retary of the Treasury, became interested in it. 
'In June of that year Conepere passed an act 

granting an annual subsidy for,10.yeara at 
$40,000, and Secretary Cobb officially accepted 
» Mr. Sibley’s offer to construct the lines. Salmon 
: P. Chase signed a similar authorization when he 
: became Secretary of the Treasury. Work had 
‘ bardly got well started when the Overland Tel- 
egraph Company was organized in San Francis- 
co. The Sibley and Overland interests were 
. 600n uvirved under the name of the Pacific Tele- 

graph Company, and in less than five months 
‘after July, 1861, when, ground for this enter- 
‘prise was broken, announcement was made that 
. telegraphic communication from ocean to ocean 
’ was at the service of the public. 

The new line and Western Union were amalga- 
.Imated in March, 1864, Mr. Sibley next proposed 
;to estabdlish telegraphic communication with 
: Europe by way of Asia, and to reach Asia by a 
/line across Behring Strait. He negotiated 
' concessions from the Russian Government, and 
| wires were actually strung in Siberia as well as 
‘jn Alaska when the Atlantic cable was laid. 
; That ended this great undertaking. 

After retiring from the Western Union Com- 
' pany in 1869 Mr. Sibley went back to Rochester 
‘and started an extensive seed and nursery busi- 
,mess. He was at that time 62 years old and 
‘rich, and he had alarge interest in the manage- 
}ment ef railroads in the South and West, suffi- 
‘cient to occupy the attention of an ordinary 

man at thatage. But he had no idea of slacken- 
ing hig pace. He bought a 40,000-acre farm in 
Tliinois, 4,000 acres in Cayuga County, and 
about a dozen farms elsewhere in this State; 
ulso some 13,000 acres of timber Jand, mainly 
in Michigao. The farms supplied the material 
Yor his seed business, which he conducted in 
this eity, in Rochester, and in Chicago. He 
bought the timber land for a lumber trade. He 
also had an ipterest in salt mines,and kept him- 
self posted on his railroad properties. The 
Directors of the Bank of Menroe, in Rochester, 
elected him President of that bank, and he 
found time to attend to the duties of that office. 

In spite of the absorbing natureof his business 
Mr. Sibley was public spirited and spent large 
sums of money in philanthropic and charitable 

‘objects. Througi his friendship for Ezra Cor- 
nell he was named in the act of incopera- 
tion one of the Trustees of Cornell University. 
Thereupon he founded the Sibley College of Me- 
chanical Arts at Cornell,on which he spent at 
different times $150,000, He built and present- 

, ed Sibley Hall to the University of Rochester, 

‘ spending $120,000 on it. The building is used 
for the university library aud cabinet. He was 
for years a generous patron of the Roehester 

“Industrial School. A twenty-six-thousand-aol- 

“Jar chureh at North Adams was presented by 

him to his native town. The Rochester hospitals 

“and charitable institutions were always helped 
‘by him, at least $100,000 having been given in 

that direction. Many private charities that will 

. Mever be published were also bestowed by him.

His eyes 
are dull and heavy, the lids dropping down over 
thém as though there was not sulticientstrength 
to hold them up. Hereminds one of a person in 
the last stages of consumption. His skin is dry 
and is like parchment, while his bones protrude 
promivuently from ali parts of his body. 

In reference tothe new turm taken by the 
case, local physiciaps say that it 1s probable 
that with proper care the patient will live and 
ultimately recover his wonted health. The local 
profession do not look upon his fast as an abso- 
lutely genuine one, insisting that he must have 
taken substantial nourishment, because if would 
have been absolutely impossible for him to have 
lived solong.

BLOODSHED IN KENTUOKY. 


TWO DOUBLE TRAGEDIES 
FROM THE STATE. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 12.—News of two 
more bloody tragedies comes from the wilds of 
Eastern Kentucky. Monday last Marion Stuart 
and John Stuart, cousins, living on Martin’s 
Fork, in Harlan County, were playing cards for 
whisky at Marion Stuart’s house.

She dropped dead at his feet. The murderer

McGeorge and Bill Smith, two Special Deputy 
Sheriffs, shot each other to death. They were 
sent outafew miles from Pineville to arrest 
some violators of the local optionlaw. They 
stopped over night ata floating saloon on the 
Cumberland River. and got very’drunk. While 
drinking they got into-a wrangle gver a pistol, 
which was accidentally discharged while in the 
hands of Smith, the ball striking McGeorge in 
the neck. McGeorge drew his pistol ana shot 
while falling, one ball going through Smith's 
head and killing him instantly. Haskins? a by- 
stander, was mortally wounded. and another 
bystander was shot through the arm. McGeorge 
willdie. There is great excitement over the 
affair, and the owner of the floating saloon bas 
fled the country to save his own neck.

DETAILS OF HER TRIP AROUND THE 


HORN—HUER ARRIVAL AT SAN DIEGO.

San Dreao, Cal., July 6.—The long- 
looked-for schooner yacht Coronet, which left 
New-York over three months ago for this 
port, sailed into the harbor at 9 o'clock 
this morning under aé_e full spread of 
canvas, At 10 o’clock the vesael cast 
anchor off the Commercial Wharf. Previous to 
coming to anchor the Coronet fired a salute from 
the handsome breech-loading cannon which 
ornaments her deck, and it was vigorously 
answered by the guns of the Lurline and the 
Aggie, which are at anchor qa little to the north 
of the Santa Fé wharf. Directly after the drop- 


ping of the anchor, R. T. Bush, the owner of the 
craft, went off in a rowboat, accompanied by a 
large number of people, and a reception was 
held on board. The Captain reports a prosper- 
ous voyaze, but is not very enthusiastic over 
the weather encountered on the trip. The log- 
book shows that the equator was crossed in 17 
days from New-York, and Cape Horn was 
reached in 45 days, and the remainder of the 
106 days was passed on Pacific waters. 

‘*For one little stretch of 2,000 miles,” said 
the skipper, ** we had the wind dead ahead with- 
outletup. All the way up we have done little 
else than beat against the wind.” 

Only one vessel was sighted after leaving New- 
York, and it did not come within hailing dis- 
tance. The yacht will be overhauled here and 
provisioned for a long cruise, and not long hence 
Mr. Bush and a party of friends will start ona 
10 months’ trip.

TEEMER WINS EASILY.* 


FIRST-RATE TIME. MADE ON CAYUGA 
LAKE, 


Ausurn, N, ¥., Jaly 12,—About a thou- 
sand people who gathered at Cayuga Lake Park 


this afternoon to witness the single scull race 


between George H. Hosmer of Boston, Albert 
Hamm of Halifax, and John Teemer of McKees- 
port saw Teemer come in a winner by 10 boat 
lengths, Hamm camé@gin second, and Hosmer 
was half a boat length behind. The race might 
have had a different ending had it not been that 
Hosmer gothis oars caught in the eel grass 
when about three-quarters of a milo from the 
finish, Hosmer had been behind, but spurted, 


and the three men were bunched when his 
oars got caught. He lost six boat lengths by 
this accident. The course should not have been 
80 near the shore, where the water is shallow 
and the grass and weeds plentiful. Louis Court- 
ney, a brother of Oarsman Charles EF. Courtney 
of Union Springs was the time keeper, F. Leon 
Chrisman of Syracuse, the referee, and the 
judges were G. S. Tarbell for Tgemer, F. R. Ben- 
ton for Hamm, and K. Hurada,-a Japanese, for 
Hosmer. The judges were all from Ithaca and 
are Cernell University students. 

The men came on the water at 5:30 o’clock 
and rowed to their respective positions. The 
course was & mile and @ kalfand return and was 
south from the Park Pier. The wind had been 
blowing stiffly from.the northwest, but fell in 
the afternoon, so that a very smooth surface 
was presented by 5 o’clock. Hosmer's position 
was next to the shore, with Teemer next and 
Hamm third. 

It was just 5:55 o’cleck when Referce Chris- 
man gave the word. The sculls of the three 
oarsmen struck the water together. The first 
spurt was made by Hamm, but Teemer shot 
ahead before a dozen boat lengths had been 
rowed. Hamm.soon forged ahead of Hosmer, 
and beganto draw close to Teemer, but the lat- 
ter’s strong and steady stroke enabled him to 
easily keepin the lead. The press representa- 
tives, judges, and referee were in a steam yacht, 
and their effort to follow the men over the 
course was a dismal failure. The yacht could 
not get there, and the oarsmen made the turna 
half mile ahead of the yacht, which was turned 
around and headed back, so as to reach the wire 
a8 soon a8 the oarsmen.

Teemer spurted and Hamm followed 
suit, and Hosmer fell behind. At the end of the 
fourteenth minute Teemer was a length ahead. 
Hamin and Hosmer were each spurting for sec- 
ond place. Atthe endof 15 minutes all were 
bunched. Hosmer a second later got caught 
in the grass, and that settled him so 
far as first place was concerned. From this on 
Teemer pulled steadily away from Hamm and 
crossed the wire 10 lengths ahead,in 19:34, 
Hosmer came half a length behind Hamm. The 
purse was $1,000, to be divided into prizes of 
$600 to the first and $200 to each of the others. 
Hosmer said after the race that he was con- 
fident of winning until he ran,into the crass. 





WALL-SIREET TALE, 


The stock market drooped a little yester- 
day, but that didn’t discourage the bulls over- 
much. “A healthy reaction’ they called the 
sliding off in quotations, vouchsafing the 
pleasing assurance that hereafter ‘‘things are 
going to be better” right along till a great big 
boom arrives. ve 

It is still insisted that European buying orders 
are being executed on alarge scale in this market, 
though evidences of it are not crowded on 


every Observer at every turn. It is true that 
the ‘foreign houses” are doing a good deai of 
the buying on the floor of the Stock Exchange, 
but there really is yet no law which prevents 
these same “foreign houses” from executing 
orders from New-York speculators with quite 
the same freedom that thoy look after the 
orders that come over the cabie. 


Perhaps the most interesting of yesterday’s 
developments was the discovery that “Sam” 
Thomas and ‘Cal” Brice had unloaded their 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic Railroad 
upon the Canadian Pacific Company. Wall- 
street was taken wholly by surprise, though 
nothing that these spry financiers docan long 
astonish their brother speculators. Still, never 
before have the twain accomplished quite such 
a handsome deal as is this. And it is certain 
that everybody in and out of Wall-street will 
feel glad to know that through this transaction 
Mr. George [. Seney has been able to enrich 
himself handsomely.

DENOUNOING THE FOOD LAWS. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 12.—The semi-an- 
nual convention of the Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion of New-Jersey was held in this city yester- 
day. In his address President Stephen Pell 
referred to the food laws as being unjust to the 
retailer. He called attention to the vinegar law 
passed by the Legislature, which provides that 
vinegar shall contain no coloring matter. It 
must contain 419 percent. of acetic strength; 
if made of cider, in addition, 2 per 
cent. of solids by the boiling  pro- 


cess. These things, he said, could not be 
ascertained without the employment of a 
chemist at a cost of from 245 to 7 cents per gal- 
lop, and yet the retailers were lianle to very 
heavy fines and possible imprisonment. The 
milk law brought the retailer under the same 
disadvantages. The milk must contain 12 per 
cent. of solids. The lactometer could not be de- 
pended upon to show this, The State Inspector 
says the dealer must be an expert to get a chem- 
ical analysis. President Pell denounced the other 
food laws as equally inconsistent to the retailer, 
and saiu they were at the mercy of the Board of 
Health or Dairy Commissioner, without any re- 
course if convicted but to pay the fine and stand 
the odium of the publicity. . 

He recommended for the present that in all 
cases Where a member of an association is fined 
for having impure vinegar, milk, or other prod- 
ucts in his possession that the association refuse 
to let the wholesaler, provided the member is 
innocent of intent to deceive, compromise the 
caso or pay the fine, but bring suit against the 
wholesaler for heavy damages for aeception, 
loss of reputation, business, and anything else 
that can be brought against him. The Legislat- 
ive Committee was recommended to prepare 
——— amendments to these obnoxious food 
laws and bave them ready for the next meeting 
of the Legislature, and the auxiliary associa- 
tions were urged to use all honorable means and 
influence with the members of the Legislature to 
have the laws altered. 


- MR. ARMSTRONG AGAIN ON ToP. 


The Mutual Fire Insurance Company of 
New-York has again passed into the control of 
P. B. Armstrong, who organized it in 1882, 
Mr. Armstrong was for five years its secretary 


and Manager, but some trouble arose between 
himself and George L. Whitman, the President, 
and Armstrong was removed. Forthe last 15 
months he has been working to get in centrol 
again. An amicable settlement has finally been 
reached, and yesterday Mr. Armstrong bought 
out the company for himself and his friends for 
$240,343. Certified checks for that amount 
were turned over to the old Trustees and Pres- 
ident Whitman and the old board retired from 
the management. Mr. Armstrong was elected 
President, Oscar R. Meyer Treasurer, and J. C. 
Hatie Secretary. Ali the old Trustees with the 
exception of Aaron Carter retired and a new 
board was elected. 








VESSELS IN COLLISION. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—The British 
bark C. E. Robinson, from Wilmington for En- 
senada, collided with the schooner Rebecca M.

THE CONSPIRATORS ESCAPE 


AND OOL, FELLOWS IS MAINLY 
RESPONSIBLE. 

THE WALKING DELEGATES WHO HOUND- 
ED FOREMAN HARTT PLEAD GUILTY 
AND SENTENCE IS SUSPENDED. 

Lovers of justice in this city can lay to 
Col. Fellows the mistrial of as cruel a case of 
conspiracy as has at any time been brought to 
the attention of acourtin this city in connec- 
tion with the tyranny of.walking delegates 
and the Knights of Labor. The case was called 
before Recorder Smyth yesterday. A foreman 
in a shop had discharged a man who was deé- 
tected stealing from his employer. The other 
men went on strike, and the shop could not re- 
sume work until the foreman was dismissed. 

Revenge did not stop there, however. That 

foreman, with a family on his hands, was 

tracked and boycotted in Baltimore, in New- 
burg, andin Nyack. He was warned that he 
would not be allowed to follow his trade any- 
where inthis country ‘That warning has been 
relentlessly enforced. After many vexatious 
delays he brought his pursuers to court yester- 
day. Their counsel made the best argument ne 
could forthem. It was skilifulin its omissions 
and perversions of facts. The District Attor- 
ney, representing the people, acquiesced in this 
argument and thereby let justice sufferin a case 
of cold-blooded persecution into which not one 
redeoming element entered. 

Odber M. Hartt was the plaintiff. In Septem- 


per, 1885, he went to work as foreman for Gar- 
diner & Estes, shoe manufacturers, at Ninth- 
avenue and Fourteenth-street. Matters went 
smoothly for about two months, when Mr. 
Harti’s attention was called to a system of 
thieving carried on by F. W. Potter, who ran 
the burnishing machine. Potter had found a 
way to get paid twice for his work. Inquiry 
showed that he had carried on that scheme for 
two or three years. Hartt discharg@d him, and 
the other hands struck. The members of the 
firm were ut the time away soliciting orders. 
As work had fallen behind, those left in charge 
decided that they could not shoulder the respon- 
sibility of closing the factory. Potter was ac- 
cordingly reinstated pending the return to the 
city of the two members of the firm. When they 
returned Mr. Gardiner, knowing that a strike 
wouid follow, ordered Hartt to discharge Potter 
again. Noonein the shop would take Potter's 
machine. Then the firm said that they would 
finish such work as had passed the machine, 
and that unless another man or another machine 
could be had work would have to shut down. 
The busy season was then about to close. Next 
morning none of the men returned to work. 
They had struck. The above is in evidence. 
It is chiefly important because of the stress 
laid in court yesterday upon a lock-out, which 
in fact did not result. 

That same day Walking Delegates Gill, Camp- 
bell, Foster, McDonald, and Worley called on the 
firm and demanded the discharge of Hartt. Mr. 
Gardiner let them see proof of Potter’s thefts, 
but they would believe nothing and insisted on 
their demands. 
1887, to Feb. 
strikers. 

Hartt was offered a place as foreman for Heas 
Brothers of Baltimore. It was a union shop. 
He explained hia case to the men. They said 
they would stand by him, as they felt that he 
did right in discharging the thief. But that 
night orders came from New-York, and not a 
man went to work tor Hess Brothers the next 
aay. They sent a committee to say that Hartt 
must go. Hartt decided to see if he had any 
legal rights. He came back here and in March, 
1887, he had the five men arrested. Police Jus- 
tice Solon B. Smith held them for the action of 
the Grand Jury. Louts F. Post, their counsel, 
secured their release from custody by a writ re- 
turnable before Judge Barrett, who rendered a 
strong opinion adverse to Mr. Post’s clients. 
Mr. Post appealed to the General Term, which 
sustained Judge Barrett. Then further appeal 
was taken to the Court of Appeals. 

Meanwhile nothing had been done toward 
bringing the case to the attention of the Grand 
Jury. Mr. Hartt called frequently at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, but it was time wasted. 
At last he got an audience there through letters 
from Mayor Hewitt, whom he had interested in 
his-case. His reception was none too cordial, 
Mr. Martino greeting him with the wish that he 
might understand that the Mayor @id not run 
the District Attorney’s office. Hartt pleaded 
that he had walted long and suffered much. 
His pursuers had driven him out of a shop 
at Newburg. Wherever he went he was 
hunted, as though the Knights were deter- 
mined to starve him out. Mr. Martine 
said that Mr. Post had asked that the case go 
over until another term, as he believed he could 
then get the men to plead guilty. This course 
secmed wise to Mr. Martine, but, wishing to con- 
sider the matter a few days, he would like 
Hartt to call again the following Wednesday. 
Before that day Mr, Martine went to thecountry 
forthe Summer. After Judge Barrett's decision 
in the Fall Hartt lay siege again to the Distriot 
Attorney’s office. So did Mr, De Vinne, who 
was one of the Grand Jury. On the day after 
election Hartt was summoned before that body. 
They heard only his story and that of one other 
witness, and brought an indictment against the 
tive walking delegates for conspiracy to deprive 
@ citizen of means to earn a living by his law- 
ful occupation: 

Hartt tried in vain to see Col. Fellows after 
that xentlemanh became District Attorney. 
Word always came out that the Colonel was too 
busy to be seen. He saw Assistant District- 
Attorney‘Lindsay several times. To Mr. Lind- 
say Mr. Post had said that the men would 
probably plead guilty. Yet nothing was done 
toward bringing the case to trial until the Court 
of Appeals, about three weeks ago, handed down 
a decision sustaining Judge Barrett and the 
General Term—that it was a clear case of con- 
spiracy under the Penal Code., By this time 
also Mr. Hartt had been driven by his pursuers 
from a situation at Nyack, although they prom- 
ised to let him alone and bury the hatchet if he 
would conveuiently forget his case when called 
as a witness, or otherwise perjure himself so as 
to lighten their offense. 

In court yesterday the conspirators pleaded 
guilty, as Mr. Post had advised. Then that 
lawyer made an argument. He said the men 
struck because Hartt locked out the shop, dis- 
charging every man in it. Previously he had 
had difliculty with men whom he discharged. 
When the lock-out was raised the men refused 
to return unless this objectionable foreman was 
disnrissed. It was a plain demand, unattended 
by the slightest violence. The question of the 
degree of crime hingea on this state of facts 
and on the further avowal] by the men that the 
foreman could not again workj in the territorial 
district covered by District Assembly No. 91 
Mr. Post declared that to be a fair statement oi 
the case. After reciting the various appeals 
that had been taken and their result, as above 
stated, he moved a suspension of judgment, be- 
ing especially urgent in his motion because this 
was the tirst time the Court of Appeals had 
passed upon this important vonspiracy law. 
Here is the meat of what Col. Fellows said in 
reply: 

“Mr. Post, I believe, L&s fairly and correctly 
stated the facts of this ease in so far as they appear 
upon the examination before the magistrate, the 
only tribunal where the facts have been elicited. As 
he has stated, the legal elements of the case wero 
presented Dy writs of habeas corpus and certiorari 
reviewing the proceedings below, and the sole pur- 
pose of that proceeding was -to ascertain 
the constitutionality and validity of this .con- 
spiracy section in 80 far as it might 
apply to the facts as detailed. * * * 
lam notinclired to take issue with Mr. Post upon 
the suggestion he makes. Manifestly this was a 
question that was muchin dispute. No interpreta- 
tion had been given to the section of the Penal Code 
with regard to that clause affecting conspiracies in 
so faras the relations to such questions of these 
various labor organizations were concerned, Now 
the law is settled. * * * Theqnestion of punishment 
for a transaction, before this lew received this high 
interpretation, and this final and authoritative de- 
cision is not a question of particular importance. 
Undoubtedly these defendants believed they were 
acting within the limit of their rights. Now they 
have ascertained that they far transcended any 
rights that individuals or combinations have; and I 

ink, under the circumstances disclosed here, all 
the ends of justice will be best subserved by grant- 
ing the motion made by the counsel for the defend- 
ants, and I therefore join in that motion.” 

Recerder Smyth said he understood that the 
distinction between this case and others of like 
character which had been tried was that in -the 
others there was violence and in this none. Col. 
Fellows replied that there was no physical vio- 
lence. The foreman was unable to get work 
until lately, but there was never violence. This 
was the point that chiefly concerned the Re- 
corder, and supposing that he had all the mate- 
riakfacts in the case, he gave the men a lecture 
and said that if they misbehaved again they 
would be given all the law allowed on this score. 

All thus ending happily for Mr. Post, Col. Fel- 
lows, and their five friends, they left the court 
room with smiling faces. Mr. Hartt, whohad been 
waiting 15 months for this trial and had mean- 
while been driven from pillar to post for the 
offense of exposing a thief, sat speechless with 
mortification. In the afternoon, Whon Recorder 
Smyth was asked if he knew tnat the argumenta 
had not represented the facts and that Mr. 
Hartt had been hounded and boycotted for 18 
months for discharging @ thief, he said his 
knowledge of the case and his dectsion haa been 
based solely on what Mr. Post and the District 
Attorney said in court.

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ROBBED HIS OWN FATHER, 


THE CRIMINAL CAREER OF AN INCOR- 
RIGIBLE YOUNG MAN, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—Robert Osborne 
Is a retired carpet manufacturer and real estate 
agent of this ¢ity. He lives in and owns the 
largest and handsomest house on Vine-street, 
between Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets, and owns 120 other houses in different 
parts of the city, from which he derives an in- 
come of $10,000 a year. Last Monday evening 
Mr. Osborne came home with $1,566 40, which 
he counted and placed in a bag on his writing 
desk. While he was mementarily absent his 
son William, a young man of 23 years, passed 
through and put the money in his pockets as he 

assed. He left the house at once, and has not 
een seen since. 

Young Osborne’s father trusted that the boy 
would return to him, and waited hopefully 
until toeday, when he heard that he was in 
West Philadelphia with a woman. Heat ence 
acquainted tne Ninth Diatriet poliee with the 
robbery, and they are at present looking for 
young Osborne. His father has never stinted 
him inanything. Hesent him to scheol, and 
later to boarding school, and he was always al- 
lowed as much money as@ young man of his 
age could reasonably ask for. But Osborne was 
naturally vicious. At the age of 10 he 
gained the sobriquet of “Pigeon” from his 
propensity to steal pigeans from neighbor- 
ing back yards, and at 5 he was sent 
to the House ef Correction as being incerrigible. 
He remained thers two yeara, but without any 
benefit to his morals. He stole frequently from 
his father, spending the money with worthless 
companions. When his money—or ragfher his 
father’s mouey—was spent he would return to 
his home, where his father would weep over 
him, kill the fatted calf, and forgive him. This 
line of paternal conduct did not prove effiea- 
cious in strengthening the young man’s natural- 
ly weak inclination to do right. Finding his 
father so lenient Osborne attempted to rob 
strangers who were less generous, His first at- 
tempt landed himin the Eastern Penitentiary 
for a year, his sacond, when he robbed a man’s 
house, came to nothing, as the man refused to 
prosecute. 

Tue police consider Osborne one of the worst 
young men in the Ninth District, and speak 
with the greatest respect of his father, who 
ewne a great many of the houses in that neigh- 
berhood. They eatimate Mr. Osliorne’s wealth 
at $220,000. A young man known ag ‘ Shy” 
Manele, now serving a term in the Easton Peni- 
tentiary, is said to have received his first 1es- 
sons in evil-doing from young Osborne, Mr. 
Osborne has seven daughters and only this one 
son. Heis said tobe a man given to saving, 
one who will rehinge a door or replace a brick 
himself sooner than bire a laborer; but he has 
never grudged his only son, who has just shown 
his gratitude in such a Btriking manner, 





IMMIGRANT TRAVEL. 


NEW-COMERS ARE HANDLED WITH CARE 
ON SPECIAL TRAINS. 

ELBERON, N. J., July 12.—In a public 
hearing before the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission here to-day the case of James C, Savery 
& Company against trunk lines in transporta- 
tion of immigants to Western points was eonsid- 
ered. ©. F. Doane, who was appointed ticket 
agent of all trunk lines representing Cas- 
tle Garden with the exception of the 
Delaware and Lackawanna, which com- 
petes with the other roads in immigrant 
business, testified that Western roads paid as 
high as $14 commission op San Francisco tick- 
ets, but so faras he knows no commission is 
paid on lines east of Chicago. Mr. Doane stated 
that immizrants. frequently fellinto the hands 
of boarding house keepers in Chicago 
by means of split orders for transportation. 

These people bled them unmercifully, He 
thought the rate very reasonable between New- 
York and Chicago at one and a quarter eents, it 
being two anda half cents west of Chicago. He 
showed that attwo and a half cents the immi- 
grant fare from New-York to Chicago would be 
$21 or $22, more than first-class fare, and further 
trunk lines furnish a special train service which 
Western roads do not. The trunk lines were 
compelled to return their cars empty, but a 
great many Western roads use their ears as 
passepver and smoking cars. Mr. Doane stated 
that any line outside of the trunk lines, in order 
to secure any business, would have .to make 
contracts with the stexmship companies. 

The main purpose of the Trunk Lines Clear- 
ing House Association was not to shut out other 
roads, but to secure harmony of action at Castle 
Garden, :

They were also accompanied 
by an inspector who speak- asaeveral languages 
and bad charge of them, At noon the commis- 
sion adjourned until Friday morning, when it 
will holl @ secret session. Tt will leave for 
Washington on Friday afternoon. 
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BLOCKADED FOR SIX HOURS. 

When the Port Jefferson freight train on 
the Long Island Railroad reached Fresh Pond at 
10:15 last night it bad a ear to switch off for the 
Montauk Division, The westward freight ar- 
rived at Fresh Pond at the samo time, and the 
engive on the latter tiaain hauled out from 
the siding to the main track to “pick 
up” the car which had been “shunted 
off.” As the second engine was backing 
out with the car the switch was either 
thrown over by some malicious persen or the 
engine jumped ithe track. The result, at any 
rate, Was that the second engine plunged into 
the Port Jeifersun freight, kKuocking some eight 
or ten freight cars oif the track and throwin 
some of them upon their sides, blockading ‘both 
tracks. The engineer of the second engine 
declared that the switch = signal. was all 
right, and the general belief. was that 
the locomotive leaped from the iron 
at the frog. She must have been 
going, at @ pretty good rate of speed, for she 
pesse@over 100 feet ef ties and cinders before 
she could be stopped. The Rockaway and Mon- 
tauk Division trains were delayed over six 
hours, and most of the passengers came to the 
city im backs from Fresh Pond or by the slow 
und infrequent street car lines, No one was 
hurt by the collision, but a considerable amount 
9f rolling stock was damaged.

HE DOHSN’T APPRECIATR-MR 
FISH'S QUESTIONS. 


{BUT HE MANAGES TO TELL:A_ GOOD, 


MANY FACTS CONCERNING THE MAN- 
AGEMENT OF THE AQUEDUCT. 


Aqueduct Commissioner Hamilton Fish, 
‘Jr., by reason of the bad odor into which his 
| confessions before the Senate committee as to 
his manner of ebtaining that position have 
‘thrown him, appears to be determined to do us 
wnuch as possible to bring his fetlow-Commis- 
~sioners into a similar position. He eommenced 
his efforts yesterday by cross-oxamining Com- 
imissioner Baldwin to the intense amusement of 
'ghose present. Mr. Baldwin was disposed to 
ifeel that it was bad enough to be before the 
community to be judged without being hauled 
over the coals by one of his brethren ‘in office. 
‘Bo etreng was he in this opinion that on sevoral 
occasions Mr. Fish’s questions caused him to 
‘lose his temper and use expressions the reverse 
of mila. Mr. Baldwin practically occupied the 
@tand all day, and in the course of his examira- 
‘tion a number of interesting points were dis- 
‘elosed. 

Senator Fassett was agaln absent yesterday, 
jand Senator Hendricks presided in his atead. 
The other members of the committee present 
;were Senators Van Vottand McNaughton. John 


O'Brien sat beside his counsel, E. T. Lovatt, all 
Gay and gave the closest attention to the testi- 
mony. Aqueduct Commissioner Spencer sat 
close to De Lancey Nicoll and prompted him in 
his questions. Commissioners Fish and Ridg- 
Away sat side by side. the former appearing to ba 
‘@8 cool as ever. Corporation Counsel Beekman 
‘and am assistant were looking after the interests 
of the city. There was a larger attendance of 
‘ths publio than there has been heretofore. 

Commissioner Baldwin, who was examined by 
Mr. Boardman, first said that he wished to make 
jit clear that there was no partnership between 
himself and Heman Clark in the.purchase of 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds of the Peorla and 
Decatur Railroad. The purchase was made by 
‘a eyndieate, each member of which, purchased | 

'$100,000 of the bonds. He bought $100,000 
worth and paid for them, and Heman Clark did 
the same thing. Several contractors, he be- 
theveu, were members of that syndicate. Mr. Bald- 
‘win said he was strongiy opposed to the Aque- 
‘duct Reorganization bill, and without wishing 
ito reflect on auy of his new fellow-Commission- 
‘ers, he considered it very inadvisable and very 
‘detrimental to the interests of the city. He 
thought the removal of the Mayorand Cen- 
‘troller ap unwise act, because they were the 

proper persons to be on the commission. As to 

‘the removal of McCulloh the witness was also 
greatly opposed to that proceeding, as he be- 
Hevea him to be an efficient officer and had saved 
‘the city many thousands of dollars. Mr. Bald- 
win admitted that men who had been engaged 
on the aqueduct as laborers at $2 per day had 
been rapidly promoted to other positions where 
‘they received from $1,200 to $3,000a year. 
Among these was his own nephew. 

In answer to Mr. Nicoll Mr. Baldwin said he 
tdid not agree with Mr. Fish that the reorganiza- 
tion of the Aqueduct Commission had behefited 
ithe Republican Varty; on the contrary he 
/thought it had hurt{% Asa Democrat he did 
jnot care to eriticise the part Gov. Hill took in 
;the matter. He thought the reorganization had 
demoralized the engineer corps. The commis- 
ion up to the present time had expended 
‘$16,961,000. He did not think the manner in 
which the contracts had been awarded was ad- 
verse to the city’s interests. 

After luncheon Mr. Baldwin’s examination 
was continued by Mr. Nicoll. He said: “I 
voted against the removal of McCulloh. I did 
not vote for Sheehan. I have found Sheehan a 
‘very capable man, ana have no fault to find 
lwith him. MecCulloh discharges none of the 
jduties of Secretary to the commission. I have 
‘heard that McCulloh saved the city a consider- 
‘able sum of money; I don’t know how much. I 
believe he saved considerable money iu the 
negotiations between the city and the 
New-York and New-Engliand Railroad. I 
Bhould be surprised to hear that it was en- 
tirely to the contrary. I remembér that 
on ec. 22, 1886, the Real Estate Committes 
reported in favor of allowing the New-York and 
New-England Railroad $110,000 for real estate 
belonging to it for the aqueduct and $2,000 
counsel fee to the railroad. I did not vote on 
the subject, being a large stoekhelder in the 
New-York and New-England. Commissioners 
Fish and Ridgway oppored it on tho ground 
thatit was excessive. Idon’t know that the 
‘Matter is now before the Committee on Ap- 
praisement, or tbat the railroad company will 
only receive $60 000.” 

Mr. Nicoll—Did you think that Mr. MoCulloh 
on making this report favoring the award of 
$112,500 to the railroad company was saving 
the city any money? 

‘“‘T know nothing about it.” ‘ 

Senator Hendricks—Did you know it was an 
excessive award ? . 

“IT did not take the matter into consideration. 
I knew of the tirst resoiution to pay the railroad 
$110,000.” 

Mr. Nicoll—Did you speak to the other Com- 
missioners about it? 

“I may have done so.” 

Mr. Nicoll—Did you not tell your fellow-Com- 
missioners you thought $110,000 a fair award?

GOV. HILU’S REFORM SCHEME. 
SAIB TO BE. CONTEMPLATING « THE 
MAKING OF TWO SCAPEGOATS. 

The statement was yesterday made toa 
TOMES reporter by two gentlemen who arein a 
position to know whereof they speak, that Gov. 
Hill was about to apply his Executive powers in 
the purification of the Aqueduct Board by re- 
moving two of the Commissioners—Commis- 
sioners ©. C. Baldwin and Oliver W. Barnes. 

Last Monday it began to be noised abroad that 
the Governor felt that some heroic action had 
become necessary to relieve himself of the dam- 
agiag imputation that he was sheltering a num- 
ber of the Commissioners whose financial 
transactions with aqueduct centractors had 
been found out to their personal discreait and 
‘political condemnation, and he had nearly re- 
solved upon recommenaing in his message to 


the Legislature the repeal of the law constitut- 
ing the present board and the enactment of a 
new law providiug for the reorganization of the 
commission with an entirely new set of men. 

But it was soon made apparent to him that 
this step would be altogether too sweeping, and 
he was led to single out two of the board upon 
whom to visit his assumption of the virtue he 
did not possess but felt constrained by streas of 
circumstances to simulate. And thé testimony 
given before the investigating committee made 
it comparatively easy to fix upon two who have 
stood like stone Walls in epposition to his re- 
nomination for Governor. Tne County De- 
mocracy of New-York City have been per- 
sistently opposed to him and Commissioner 
Baidwin, the Treasurer ef the County Democ- 
Tracy, has been one of the most. outspoken 
against him. Commissioner Barnes has been 
hardly lesa violeat in his disapproval of a sec- 
ond term for the Governor. Thefriends of the 
Governor among the Commissioners and the 
contractors have convinced him that a recom- 
mendation to the Legislature of & complete re- 
organization of the board would seal his own 
political doom and perhaps imperil the vhances 
of the entire State ticket, and he has therefore 
concluded to play the reformer with only the 
two Commissioners named, 

Since the development of this econneetion in 
the board it has been impossible to get a quorum 
of them tugether for the transaction of even the 
most pressing business of the commission, and 
exceedingly lively times are anticipated when 
next they come together. 

A. B. Beardman, the counsel for the investi- 
gating committee, said yesterday that there 
were only two of the board upon whom he had 
not been able to fasten seme charge of financial 
transactions with the contractors—Com mission- 
ers Fish and Ridgway. :

.10AN JOOKRY OLUB. 

‘DRIVEN FROM JEROME PARK, THE CLUB 
WILL GO TO WEST CHESTER—TO 
BUILD A VERY FINE TRACK, 

The pretty littl town of West Chester 
promises to be within a twelvemonth one of the 
most celebrated ani perfectly appointed horse- 
racing resorts in the world. To it the American 
Jockey Club will goavith its prestige and its his- 
tory for a period that 1s not yet limited. Three 
months ago John A. Morris of Throgg’s ‘ Neck 
bought 307 acres of land in the township of 
West Chester of the Coggill, the Bradford, and 
the Dandelion estates for $300,000. Some time 
before this the threat of the aqueduct engineers 
that they would take Jerome Park for the site 
of a reservoir made.the. horsemen look 
about anxiously for a location’ for a new 
track. This Spring Chief Engineer Church as- 
sured one of the most prominent members of. 
the club that the old racing ground would prob- 
ably be taken this year. Everything pointed 
to a prompt movement on the part ofthe authori- 
ties. Mr. Morris went to New-Orleans, where he 
has since been, but'he left in the care of Leonard 
W.- Jerome the task of elaborating the miniature 


-plans of the club for the use of his Westchester 


property. The land which Mr. Morris had 


bought appeared to Mr. Joromé to be peculiarly’ 


‘suited to the needs of the club, and after some 
time the organization decided that it would 
lease the property from Mr. Morris for along 
term of years, and-when it moved from Jerome 
Park it would make the new track its home. 

This resolution gave the promoters of the en- 
terprise something tangible to goupon. Mr.

racing track ‘in the world, ptf ‘ 
men were dis to be content with the 
efforts of Mr.. Morris to secure .this.end. The 
od eh Aad rg the same distance from 

ison-square as Jerome Park, and which may 
be reached on the south. by Col. De Lanoey 
Kane’s tally-ho route, from the north by the 
Pelham road, and by railway over the Harlem 
the Port Chester branch of the New-Haven, an 
the Suburban Rapid Transit—was immediately 
-putin the hands of nearly 500 workingmen, 
who cleared: away’ the timber which covered 
part of the tract and proceeded to grade it. The 
werk has been in charge of Thomas R, Jacirson, 
the architect,,and haé been pushed energet- 
ically. Plane and specifications for the erection 
of suitable buildings were prepared, and are now 
in Mr. Jackson’s oflige, awaiting approval by Mr. 
Morris, who will probably arrive in town to- 
day or to-morrow. These will, it is promised 
by the promoters of the enterpriso, be the most 
perfect of the kind in the world. They will cost 
in the ‘neighborhood of $300,000 and will be 
constructed entirely of iron, brick and stone, 
The clup buildings, including the grand stand, 
elubhouse, betting ring, &0., will extend about 
1,000 feet. The stables will comprise 1,000 
stalls. The track will be 115 miles in length, 
with one turn of one-quarter of a mile and with 
@ radius of 850 feet. There will be as wella 
three-quarters of a mile straightaway track. 
Within the main track there will be a training 
track of about three-quarters of a mile. 

The impossibility of ascertaining when the 
Aqueduct Commissioners will want to use the 
Jerome Park site renders it exceedingly awk- 
ward for the members of the club, inasmuch as 
they are unable’ to make any engagements any 
time ahead. The guestion of the club leasing 
the Westchester property under tbis condition 
of: things involved considerable financial diffi- 
culties. Therefore, 1t is proposed, and in fact 
the club is now: being incorporated, to organize 
the Westchester Jockey Club, whieh will manage 
the affairs of the new track until the American 
Jockey Club gan properly take hold. The sole 
Managers of the new organization will be an 
Executive Committee, of which Mr. Morris and 
Mr. Jorome are the most prominent members. 

The amount to be paid Mr. Morris for the use 
of his property by the club is variously stated, 
but all accounts agree in making a low estimate. 
The most authoritative statement fixes it at 
5 per cent. on the investment in land and im- 
provements, thus representing a rental of 
about $30,000 a year.

A FAST NEW STEAMER. 

The steamer Monmouth, which has been 
built by Cramp & Sons to run between this city 
and Sandy Hook for the New-Jereey Southera 
Railiway Company, arrived here yesterday from 
Philadelphia. The trip was a very satisfactery 
one, and was made in 184g hours. The Mon- 
mouth cost $250,000. She isa twin-screw pro- 
peller of 3,000 horse power, with triple 
expansion engines, and the only steamer of the 
kind that has been built with screw propellers 
instead of the old-fashioned side wheels. She 
has four large boilers, and has already devel- 
oped a speed of 16 knots an hour. It is hoped 
that she will be able te make the run from Pier 
8 North River to Sandy Hook in 50 minutes. 

The Monmouth measures 931'tons. Her dimen- 
sions are: Length over all, 270 feet; breadth of 
beam, 48 feet, und depth of hold, 15 feet. The 
draught is 9 feet forward and 10 feetaft. She 
will be able to carry 2,200 passengers and their 
baggage with ease. The additional draught 
when loaded will not, it 1s thought, decrease 
her rate of speed. Her saloons are handsomely 
titted up and contain every facility for comfort. 
There are over 40 handsome state roums. The 
vessel is provided with electricity. Capt. T. A, 
Egbert is the commander. 

In the afternoon the Moamouth made a trip 
from Pier 8 North River to Sandy Hook, doing 
it in just an even hour and eoarrying 800 paa- 
sengers.

Upona report of Con- 
troller Myers that of an appropriation of $100,- 
000 made in 1887 for elestric signal boxes for 
the Police Department, $66,667 had been drawn 
by the Police Board and deposited in banks in 
their name, and that none of the appropriation 
had been expended, a resolution was adopted 


asking the Police Board to repay the money to 
the City Treasury to the credit of the original 
appropriation, F. B. Herzog, the President of 
the Herzog Teleseme Company, that has main- 
tained for some time a number of its signal 


boxes and electric connections in an experi- | 


mental way, attempted te protest against this 
action, but the Mayor would not listen to him. 
A sub-compittee of the board made a report ad- 
vising against the making of a contract with 
any company for teieseme service until more 
satisfactory tests had been made, and’ the con- 
sideration of the whole matter was postponed. 
The plans of the Park Department. for @ re- 
taining wall along the west side of Riverside 
Park.te prevent the soil from washing down 
upon the railroad tracks of the New-York Cen- 
tral Road, the expense of which would be about 
8,000, were approved and the Controller was 
authorized to sell 3 per cont. bonds to raise the 
money. The plans of the same department for 
approaches to the Metropolitan Museum of 
‘Art,’ to cost $40,000, were also approved. 
John H. Strahan’s claim for $30,000 ror legal 
services rendered the city Controller in 1878 
and 1880 in the legal and financial troubles in 
which the city became involved upon the failure 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
-assessment cases came before the board upon 
the report of the ControJler recommending that 
$7,500 be paid in full settlement of the claim, 
but was laid over. ‘O. B. Potter has written the 
Controller a letter expressing the opinion that 
the claim is. not extravagant. 

The Controller presented a report recommend- 
ing the reference of the question of increasing 
the pay of Police ‘Sergeants to. the Police 
Board. He did not believe in taking any actien 
until that board had firat put itself on record 
either in favor of or in opposition to the increase 
of pay. Vhie was substantialiy the view diso of 
Tax Commissioner Coleman, who had taken the 
pains to put his opinions in writing. He further 
opposed opening the budget forany purpose not 
in emergency, and while in favor of the increase 
of pay, and ready to vote for it when the matter 
should come up regularly in the consideration 
of the annual appropriation bills, he did not be- 
lieve in violating the principle of concurrent 
action, nor in opposing the Mayor by cousenting 
to open the budget in'the irregular and unusual 
manner proposed. President Forster alone fa- 
vored the increase of pay and immediate action. 
‘Allthe rest voted to rofer to the Police Board 

and it was so referred. 


TRYING 10 PROVE AN ALIBI 


FIREMAN O’CONNOR’S TRIAL BEFORE THE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

President Purroy of the Fire Commis- 
sioners is notcontent with the evidence pré- 
sented in the case of William O’Connor, a fire- 
man of Engine Company No. 14, who, with 
Joseph Keegan, also a fireman of the same 
cempany, is accused of theft at the Oeniury 
Building fire last Saturday. He saidin thecourse 
of yesterday’s hearing that there were many 
queer statements made, and that he intended to 
have the whole thing so thoroughly sifted when 


the final hearing took place next Tuesday that 
the Commissioners will have little chance to err 
when they reach a decision. The testimony for 
the defense was. continued, the whole effort 
being made to prove an alibi. James Corrigan 
swore that he met O’Connor at Sixth-avenue and 
Seventeenth-street about 12:35 P. M. Saturday, 
and that he saluted him. He said, when asked 
how he remembered the exact time, thatas a 
truckman he had been in the habit of looking at 
street clocks and noting the time. 

O’Connor was then questioned. He said he 
was 26 years old and had been in the department 
four years and two months. Heleftthe Veniury 
Building at 5 o’clock Saturday morning and re- 
turned to quarters. Thence he went to the New- 
York Hospital. Then be went to bed in quar- 
ters, remaining an hour and breakfasting at 7 
A.M. From 8 o’clock to 11:45 o’elock he was 
busy in the engine house. At the latter time he 
went directly through West Eighteenth-street 
to his home and remained there until 12:25 
o’clock, when he returned to duty. He 
denied having visited Earl & Wilson’s loft 
after being ordered out, and declared 
he had never been in either the Park 
House or Augustus Nole & Co.’s oflice, 
where his accusers claim to have tracked him, 
When Capt. Shay of his company told him of the 
charges against him he confessed he had said 
nothing to him about being able to prove an 
alibi. O’Connor was cross-exatnined very briefly, 
and then his lawyer moved to dismiss. the case 
on the grounds that it had not been proved. 
Mr. Purroy denied this motion and then fixed 
next Tuesday for the final hearing. 

At that time Joseph Keegan’s case will be 
also considered. His counsel yesterday protest- 
ed against the charges being tried before the 
Commissioners before they had been heard in a 
criminal court, but Mr. Purroy paid no atten- 
tion to the protest. Keegan pleaded not guilty 
to the charges against him. 


MAYOR AND CONTROLLER. 

Controller Myers yesterday reported to 
the Sinking Fund Commission a resolution au- 
thorizing the Staten Island Rapid Transit Com- 
pany to enlarge the ferry slip at South Ferry 
and to build a new ferryhouse, provided that if 
some other company secured the lease of the 
ferry at the close of the present term the city 
should pay the appraised price of the new house 
and improvements, but if the rapid transit eom- 


pany secured a renewal of its present lease that 
at the close of that term the house and impreve- 
ments should revert to the city free of expense. 
Mayor Hewitt rallied the Controller upon his 
retreat from a previously-maintained position. 
The Mayor declared that the Controller would 
not at tne last meeting consent to tnis proposi- 
tion unless the transit company should pay into 
the Treasury the $30,000 claimed from it under 
the terms of the lease. This the Controller 
vehemently denied, saying that he had merely 
insisted that the pending dispute be settled one 
way or the other before any further dealings be 
had with the company, and this wasdone. The 
company had consented to an early trial; the 
trial came off and the city and company were 
now awaiting the decision of Judge Ingraham. 
Thus a delay of years had been averted and the 
company hai been brought to an immediate ac- 
eounting. The Mayor repeated his former as- 
sertion, and the Controller, with considerable 
heat and indignation, refused to have his posi- 
tion and words wisrepresented. The report 
was approved. , 











DEALING WITH UOARELESS DRIVERS. 

Justice oe at the Jefferson Market 
Police Cou yesterday, heard testimony re- 
specting the death of Mrs. Sephia Levy, who 
was killed by a car of the Twenty-third-street 
line, driven by James Dufty, last Tuesday. Dr. 
E. D. Castales testified that an east-bound car 
refused to stop for Mrs. Levy, und that when 
she was struck by the hotse attached to Duffy’s 
car, which was going west, she had stepped 
back to avoid a coalcart. Duffy had his’ back 
turned to the horse at the time and was making 
change for @ passenger. He did not appear to 
know anything about the’ woman’s presence 
until be heard her seream after she had been 
knocked down by the borse. Dutfy’s bail was 
fixed at $3,000 for further examination. Super- 
intendent George Terry of the Twenty-third- 
street line went on bis bond and he was released. 

Coroner Nugent held an inquest yesterday 
into the death of Mrs. Johannah Murphy, an 
old woman, of 212 East Ninety-eighth-street, 
who was killed on June 18 by being run over by 
a butcher’s cart driven by William Faust of 645 
Second-avenue. The witnesses testitied that the 
atreet was Clear of vehicles that might have in- 
terfered with Faust. The jury found that Faust 
was responsible for Mrs. Murpby’s death, and 
the Coroner held him in $2,000 bail to await the 
action of the Grand Jury. 





WANT ANOTHER CHANCE, 

Before Judge Van Hoesen, in the Court of 
Common Pleas, yesterday, L. Laflin Kellogg, osten- 
sibly in behalf of Andrew J. Kimball, ‘a taxpayer,” 
but really in behalf of the Electric Construction 
Company, argued for a permanont injunction re- 
straining the Mayor, the Controller, and the Com- 
missioner of Pubiic Works from awarding any bids 
for furnishing electric light to the city of New- 
York until the Electric Construction Company 
shall have been offered a chance to bid over again. 
Many clectric light companies put in bids last May, 
amoung them the Electric Construction Company, of 
which John H. Hapgood is the manager. Just 
before the time for opening the bids the Kiec- 
tric Construction Company withdrew its bid, which 
was the lowest. Mr. Kellogg claims that such action 
was ultra virea, and therefore illegal. Assistant 
pete, cate ng Counsel Francis M. Scott opposed the 
application. Decision was reserved. :

BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


den yesterday mourning ballet girls must be a 
drug in the market. Bolossy Kiralfy advertised 
for 300 young women between the ages of 16 
and 24 to take part in his new spectacle, 
“Matthias Sandorf,” and over 600, running the 
gamut of years from a squally maiden of two 
gentle Springtimes to a peculiarly sevigrous 
fairy of some 48 severe Falls, answered the 
call. They ranged in hejght from 6 feet 1 to 2

THE CITY COURT AND THE SHERIFF 
AGAIN AT LOGGERHEADS. 
The City Court and the Sheriff are at log- 
gerheads again over the local accommodations 
ofthe court. Fora year or more Chief-Justice 
MeAdam and the other Justices have been 
“kicking like steers” because the municipal 
powers having authority in such matters have 
refused te give them better quarters. They 
say that the rooms assigned tothe City Court 
in the City Hall, especially the Judge’s private 
room, are not only cramped but unhealthy. and 
that business cannot be safely or properly trans- 
acted in them. 
About six weeks ago the Justices in their in- 
dividual capacities ordered Sheriff Grant to pre- 
pare them comfortable and spacious quarters in 
the Stewart Building, and upon his neglecting 
to do so summoned him before them to answer 
for contemptof court. Messrs. Bourke W.Cockran 
and William H. Clark, the Sheriff’s counsel, got 
a writ of prohibition from Judge Lawrence, who 
putanend to the contempt proceedings upon 
the ground that the Sheriff had been ordered to 
furnish the new quarters not by the City Court 
as ajudicial tribunal, but by the Justices as 
individuals. Now the City Court itself in its 
full majesty has issued anew order upon the 
Sheriff to furnish them with proper accommoda- 
tions, and summoning him, if he does not ebey, 
to come before the court next Monday 
and be punished for his contempt. The 
new order does not direct the Sheriff to prepare 
for the learned Judges the luxurious apartments 
in the Stewart Building, but leaves him to his 
own esthetic choice. Sheriff Grant. says. that 
under the order he Las aright to select a large 
attic ior them, since all they seem to want is 
plenty of room—at least 1,200 square feet, they 
say, for their private room. He does not pro- 
pose to do anything for them, however, and yes- 
terday his counsel, Messrs. Cockran & Clark, 
got from Judge Ineraham, in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, a new writ of prohibitien, for- 
bidding the City Court from proceeding against 
him for ebagean pe. 
Chief-Justice McAdam and his associates feel 
that they have been treated outrageously by all 
the city and county officials, and the Sheriff is 
just as certain thatit is uone of his business if 
they have. So alively contdést is expected. 


AFTER DELINQUENT EXECUTORS. 
Surrogate Ransom’s published determina- 
tion to bring delinquent Executorsand Adminis- 
trators to account is rapidly bearing good fruits. 
Soon after the publication in THE Tres of some 
of the worst delinquencies Surrogate Ransom 
sent summouses to the Executors to appear be- 
fore him and show cause why they should not 
be punished for contempt. Among these cases 
was that of the estate of Nathaniel D. Higgins, 
a prominent merchant of this city, a member of 
the large carpet house of Charles 8. Higgins & 
Co., who died Jan. 11, 1882, worth more than 
$2,000,000. By his will, executed March 2, 
1878, Mr. Higgins left legacies to his brothers 
and sisters and nephews and nieces, generally 
$10,000 to each, and *‘ $50,000to 10 of the char- 
‘table and religious corporations in the city of 
New: York, to be selected and designated by his 
Executors, or a majority of them, in sums of 
$5,000 apiece.”. These Executors were Jules 
Reynal, bis son-in-law; lias 8. Biggins, his 
brother, and Joha H. Higgins, his nephew. For 
his only child, Nathalie Florence, the wife of 
Jules Reynal, he left $1,500,000 to his Execu- 
tors in trust, and he alse made her his residuary 
legatee. 

The will was probated Jan. 31, 1882, and the 
Executors qualified. Since then nothing whar- 
ever has been done so far as the Surroyate’s 
office knows. No legacies have been paid nor 
anything else. Yesterday, being the time which 
Surrogate Ransom had named for an appear- 
ance befora him, counsel for Mr. Reynal, who 
has been the actual Executor of the estate, ap- 
peared and said that he would render his ac- 
count as soon as possible. He said that his 
client did not want to be punished. Like Capt. 
Scott’s famous coon, he would come down with- 
out being shot. Surrogate Ransom gave him a 
week in’which to prepare his aecounts. 








MORE MONEY FOR OUR DUCHESS. x 
Surrogate Ransom yesterday allowed the 
Duchess of Marlborough the extra $100,000 out 
of the income of her late husband’s estate, for 
which she petitioned three days before her mar- 
riage to the Duke, The Executors did not make 


any opposition to the grant, but merely asked 
the court to make the order in such a way that 
they would be protected against any future con- 
tingencies. Then the Surrogate made an order 
directing the Execcutors to pay the Duchess the 
$100,000, : 

The contest over the will of Louis C. Ham- 
ersicy is now pending in the General Term of 
the Supreme Court. Ono of the counsel inter- 
ested in the case said yesterday that it wasa 
singular fact that the Duchess, who is endeavor- 
ing.to have the will sustained, would be a gainer 
by its invalidity. If the will should de broken, 
then instead of merely having the income of the 
eatate for life, with no power over its disposal, 
she would get her widow’s rights, and would 
have the absolute disposal of about $1,000,000.

THE OITY BUYS SOME PLANS. 

Mayor Hewitt, as a sub-committee, yester- 
day reported to the Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers @ scheme disposing of the worthless plans 
for a municipal building which had been re- 
ceived from a score or more of architects in re- 
sponse to invitations to compete for. prizes. 
The eommitteo of three architects had awarded 
the preference to the plan marked “‘Audaces 
fortuna juvat,” but the author had not complied 
with the conditions of the test and could not, 
therefore, be awarded the first prize. The next 
in order of merit was found unworthy of the 
second prize, but worthy of the thira, and it 
was therefore determined not to award the first 
and second prizes of $5,000 and - $4,000, re- 
spectively, but to award the next three and to 
make a special award to another. Accordingly, 
the $3,000 was awarded to the plan marked 
**0O0 0 Architect,” the author being R. N. Craw- 
ford of 51 Seveuth-avenue, Brooklyn. The 
$2,000 fell to ‘ Architect”—Appleton P. Clark, 
Jr., ot Washington; the one-thousand-dollar prize 
was awarded to “‘OOO0OO0O”—Joseph H. Starr 
of New-York, and ** Manhattan” No. 2, the same 
being Weston & Tuckerman of New-York, was 
awarded a special prize of $1,000. The author 
of the preferred plans was found to be Charles 
B. Atwood, whose oltice is in the Gedney House. 
Ke is offered the choice of accepting $2,000 for 
his plans as they are, or of entering into terms 
with the commission to revise his plans so as to 
provide for a single building to be erected be- 
tween the City Hall and the Court House, and 
to be materially smaller than was at first con- 
templated. 
The Mayor explained that the act providing 
for a new building for the Register, Surrogate, 
and County Clerk outside of City Hail Park had 
made material change ir their plans necessary, 
and had ruined the value of the plans received. 
He advocated the alterations of the plans “ Au- 
daces fortuna juvat” te the requirements of the 
proposed building, but the matter was left open 
to erable the Controller to confer with the au- 
thor. Many prominent architects were among 
the unsuccessful competitors. 





A MUD FLATS HARBOR. 

The Legislative committee appointed to con- 
sider the question of the extension of Greenville 
shore line 2,600 or 3,000 feet into the charnel of 
New-York Bay metin Jersey City yesterday. Ex- 
Assemblyman Corbin, on behalf of the Point Breeze 
Improvement Company, argued in favor of the ex- 
tension of the line. The desire of the shore owners 
he said, is to teach deep water. The present ex- 
terior line reaches .cnly 6 feet of water. if the line 
could be extended to deep water great piers would 
be built and basins excaveted 2n the New-Jersey 
mud flats that would tura them Into the haudsomest 
harbor in this country.
